THE JOYS OF LIBRARIANSHIP 



e Si. Louii Public 



JOY is a by-product. It is futile to go in search of it. When a machine runs 
smoothly, — when every cog and lever is jiroperly adjusted and there is 
a minimum of friction and lost motion, its work is done quietly. There is no 
creaking, no slamming and banging, and if the machine were sentient, it would 
be joyous. Its joy is a symptom, — an indication that it is doing its work 
well and that it is in harmony with all about it. This condition, in a conscious 
being like ourselves, is accomi>anied in consciousness by what we call pleasure, 
— an indication that we are fitting into the scheme of things and are doing 
well something that we are capable of doing and that needs to be done. The 
worker who thus succeeds in fitting himself and his activity into the system of 
the universe experiences pleasure, — joy; and it is the only way in which he 
can obtain it. When we get pleasure from recreation, it is because recreation 
is a legitimate and necessary part of our activities. Led by instinct, we seek 
it, and our joy is its result. But if we are misled and seek the joy when we 
no longer need the recreation, our goal recedes Iwfore us. This is how Robbie 
Burns puts it: 

"But pleasures are like poppies spread — 

You seize the flow'r, its bloom is shed; 

Or like the snow falls in the river — 

A moment white, then melts for ever; 

Or like the borealis race, 

That flit ere you can point their place; 

Or like the rainbow's lovely form 

Evanishing amid the storm."

4 THE NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY 

This is not a. treatise on psychology, but we must realize that if librarian- 
ship, or anything else, has joys, they are to be found in the perfect adaptation 
of the worker to the work and that this adaptation is what we must seek, 
letting the joy come as a by-product, — as it surely will. 

I desire to exclude at the outset the joy that consists in the simple accumu- 
lation of as large a sum of money as possible. Creature comforts are neces- 
sary and the joy that attends their acquisition is a legitimate by-product, but 
we should not use it as a measure of the relative desirability of occupations. 
We Americans have been derided as dollar-chasers. It must be said for us 
that if we do chase the dollar occasionally our zest for it seems to end when 
we have caught it. \Vc part with it easily and generally to good purpose. But 
even in the matter of chasing, I think we have been misjudged. Our love for 
the dollar arises often from a mistaken idea that the ability to get it is a general 
measure of capacity. This is surely not so. The money-making instinct is 
a useful one, not to be despised, but it is only one of many kinds of capacity 
for human service. A bom money-getter would make just as great a mistake 
to go into librarj- work as a born librarian would to undertake the pursuit 
of the dollar. 

What are the elements in hbrarianship favoring adaptability ? First it 
deals with books, which are the records of life and its products, and with 
making these records a^'ailable to men, who are life itself. Can )ou think 
of any subject matter more likely to contain within itself something to cor- 
respond with the needs and abilities of a particular person ? It is like the flutter 
of sounds at the lip of an organ pipe which has the ability to excite resonance 
in a column of air of any length and volume, producing a note of any pitch. 
In the mass of flue-pipes contained in a great modern organ, the primary noise 
produced by the air at the lip of each is precisely the same, and yet from each 
the corresponding pipe picks out the vibrations of the proper frequency and 
speaks out with its own note. So every worker, no matter whether his desires 
and capabilities are pitched high or low, may find in the library something 
to which he may respond. For in the first place he must be interested in some 
subject, and that subject is of course represented in the libran. It may be a 
broad one, such as history, or science, or literature; it may be narrow, like 
coins or gymnastics or the building of bird houses. Work in a library enables 
him to give it scope, to call the attention of others to it, and to get in touch with 
those who also love it. I know of nothing better for a library than to count 
among its workers specialists who are interested in expanding and improv- 
ing parts of its collection in which they take a personal interest, and I know 
of nothing better for the members of a library staff than to cultivate such 
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interests and give them scope. And apart from the stored records them- 
selves, — the books, the methods of making them available and of arousing 
interest in them have now become so manifold that they respond to almost 
every capability. He or she who has a knack for publicity work, or for welfare 
work, for seeking out-of-the-way information, for housekeeping on a large 
scale, for the organization of community centres, for the guidance of children, 
for the Americanization of foreigners, — for any one of a thousand forms of 
activity once unrecognized by the library, may now find in that institution a 
ready and proper outlet for his enthusiasm. I f there is anywhere another single 
institution in which so many persons, no matter what their interests and pro- 
clivities, would be apt to find work adapted to them, I do notknow its name. 

A second element in library work favoring adaptability is that it has 
become progressive. Man is a growing organism, physipally and mentally; 
he should connect himself with some growing form of activity or service. It 
seems to me that many of our so-called activities — it would be invidious to 
name them — are in a stationary stage. To engage in them means to master 
certain fixed principles and to act according to rules and formulx that admit 
of no variation. Their only outlook is backward. Perhaps we should be 
wrong to conclude that this static stage is the final one in any case. It may 
inhere not in the activity its?lf, but in the habits of those who control it. There 
may one day be sudden and brilliant emergence. Heaven knows that at a not 
far distant date there was no occupation that better deserved to be ranked 
among the stationary and stagnating ones than Ubrarianship. Its triumphant 
emergence has been like the sudden development of the migratory instinct in 
some long quiescent tribe, which at once sets forth, conquering and to con- 
quer. We may come one day to a sudden stop, but at present, wherever we 
may be headed, we are certainly on our way; and I submit that a young man 
or a young woman in whose veins the pulses of adventure beat, will find more 
congenial occupation in the library, which is continually exploring and an- 
nexing new territory, than in some institution that has grown to its full capacity 
and is fat and sleepy. 

It should not be necessary for me to remind the staff of The New York 
Public Library of its still recent past; nor should I venture to do so, were it 
not that sudden growth means the acquisition of new material and that to new- 
comers the excitements of the present often screen the events of the past, no 
matter how interesting or instructive. 

Be that as it may. there are not a few here present, who will agree with 
me that we are still vigorous, not to say young, who remember when New 
York was a veritable backwater in the library world. She had a fine collection 
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of reference books in the Astor Library, too little used; she had a wonderful 
book museum in the Lenox, iintrod by more than the select few; she had her 
college and university libraries; but the modern popular library movement was 
represented only by half a dozen small charities, just beginning to be recog- 
nized by the municipality. And all at once this sleeping monster arose and 
shook itself; and then things began to happen. I believe you agree with me 
when I say that looking back, there is not one of us who would exchange the 
privilege of seemg them happen, and helping them to happen, for great riches. 
Did we realize, I wonder, what was going on, and whither it tended? In 
what other city were scores of separately-organized bodies, sometimes sorely 
against their will, brought together and consolidated, welded into an efficient 
whole, thinking and acting no longer for themselves, but for the community? 
In what other city vvere five millions of dollars ever given at once for library 
expansfon ? Where else were ten branch libraries ever opened within the space 
of a single year? What other library, in a few years' time, ever grew from 
a circulation of a half million to eight millions; from a branch system of 
eleven to one of forty-four; from a staff of a hundred to one of a thousand? 
In such rapid expansion it was all we could do to keep up with it; we had 
no time to realize its significance or whither it was tending. But there was 
joy in it, as there always will be joy in rapid motion, physical, mental or insti- 
tutional. We were rushing down the toboggan slide from whose top we had 
been gazing so long. When I first knew library work in New York, nearly 23 
years ago, the first thing that struck me about it was its almost limitless 
capability for expansion. I used to see in imagination the vast city dotted 
with branch libraries and every one housed in a beautiful and convenient build- 
ing. That this could be in our own day or at any time short of a dim and 
distant future, I never ventured to hope. Now it has all come true, and I 
dare say it has become all very dull and commonplace to most of you. But 
as I stand here I cannot resist the temptation to take a backward flight, only 
a very little one, — in Mr. H. G. Wells's Time Machine, that mechanical 
device which strikes me as so very much more successful than his later attempts 
at constructive theologj-. Only a turn of the lever and we are standing here 
on this very spot, on top of the old stone reservoir, looking around at a very dif- 
ferent Xew York, which somehow seems more familiar to me than the city of 
1917. Down below us is the old Bond Street Library with the Ottendorfer near 
by — not much changed by time, these two — and the old .-\stor, now a thing of 
the past. Over there, within a stone's throw, is Bruce and away to the south- 
west, Jackson Square. Still further to the south, in the Educational .Alliance 
and northward in 59th Street are the branches of the Aguilar. That is all. 
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Turning the lever a little bit forward so that we can go ahead slowly, we can see 
other libraries here and there flash into view, — libraries in settlements, in 
industrial institutions, in churches. And then, all at once they come in a rush, 
and the far horizon is dotted with them. The old reservoir crumbles, a fairer 
structure grows in its stead, and here we are in the year 1917 from which we 
started and beyond which we shall hereafter travel slowly at the regulation 
rate of 24 hours a day. 

All these things, which seem to some of us to have happened yesterday, 
are ancient history to many of you. Are they not all long past, and can they 
ever happen again? Not the same things in the same place, of course. But 
many another town awaits the same kind of development, and further things 
may happen even in advanced New York. The drive that has been sending 
the library forward is not yet ended, and it will not end so long as there is 
territory to occupy and fighters ready to go "over the top," The unoccupied 
territory awaits us; do not doubt it. It is our business to see to the availability 
and readiness of the workers. If the work ceases to interest them and they 
migrate to other fields the forward movement will cease, and the unoccupied 
territory will remain in the clutches of ignorance and unproductiveness. 

Note that the progress! veness of the work depends in large degree on 
the spirit of the workers. A gang of strong, active laborers under a lazy fore- 
man will do more work than a lazy gang with an active foreman. A library 
assistant who gives up her work because it is uninteresting and yet does nothing 
to make it interesting is misconceiving her duties and her abilities as a worker. 
There is not one of us, from the beginner up to the chief, who cannot fix on 
some one thing, not so well done as it might be, and bring about a betterment. 
Multiply these individual efforts by a million and you have a forward move- 
ment all along the line. I have heard assistants say, "I don't dare to do it: 
I don't dare even to suggest it; my chief wouldn't like it." Did you ever try? 
I can tell you from the inside that most chiefs like prepress and will promote 
those who plan it and carry it out. It can be planned and carried out even 
when they are supine or sceptical. Most of the improvements in children's 
work for instance, have come from those engaged in it; they have not been 
advised or even advocated, by the higher library authorities. I have elsewhere 
expressed the opinion, which I here repeat, that the administration and organi- 
zation of the part of our work that deals with the young is more systematic 
and more efficient than that which deals with adults. If I am right, we have 
assistants to thank, more than chief librarians. 

Believe me, there is plenty of progress ahead of us. Its achievement is 
going to be interesting to those who plan it and take part in it, which means 
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the assistants, now beginning library work, who have the vision to see what 
remains to be done, the initiative to "start something" and the perseverance 
to carry it through. 

Some of our greatest progress remains to be made in intensive work. We 
have moved fastest and furthest hitherto in extension, it seems to me. For 
example, we have done little or nothing along the lines of the "efficiency" 
movement that has done so much for the industries. Librarians are simply 
not interested in it. Perhaps this is because we are not subject to the goad 
of commercial competition. Extension requires the spirit. of the explorer — 
of the missionary — which we have; improvement on the inside, betterment 
of methods, the economy of effort, requires something else of which we 
evidently possess less. Some day. perhaps, we shall acquire it and then some 
of the greatest joys await our workers — those attendant upon success in 
making one blade of grass give place to two. There is a wide field for experi- 
ment here, and it is not limited to the higher grades. In the act of experimenta- 
tion itself is to be found one of our keenest joys. For, as I have said else- 
where, an experiment never fails; it always furnishes information, and that 
is what the experimenter should be after. The man who after repeated trials 
finds that he cannot jump a five-foot fence has discovered one of his limita- 
tions, — he has not failed. Experiments often reveal the line of least resistance 
and so point out the way of progress, which opens sometimes in unexpected 
quarters after the way has been found closed in other points, equally unex- 
pected. Our "visitors' nights" in St. Louis, now in their sixth year, were the 
result of a suggestion that I for one looked to bring forth no great results, 
whereas the use of one of our terraces for a summer outdoor reading-room, 
which looked at first like an inspiration, met with no public response and was 
dropped after a few days' trial. Both these experiments were successes. One 
indicated where the road lay; the other where it did not lie. Both, perhaps, were 
of a kind that could be tried only by a chief librarian, or by the head of a depart- 
ment, although one was the result of an assistant's suggestion, and an assistant 
in right relations with a chief need never want for opportunity to try any experi- 
ment, except, of course, those that involve expense that is not worth while. But 
experimentation, on some scale or other and in some direction or other, is open 
to every library worker, even to the paster of labels. It has been somewhat dis- 
couraged by adherence to rule of thumb methods and failure to reward initia- 
tive. To say this is merely to repeat in another form what I have said above, 
that we are still deficient and backward in our intensive development. 

Here, by-the-by, is another joy. — and I trust you do not think that I 
exjKct to exhaust the catalogue in this address. I mean the joy of discovering 
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and developing ability. I do not mean, of course, the mere ability to do as one 
is told, — to follow rules and formulae, I mean the ability to find and follow 
new paths, — to make trails. Some trails, of course, may lead nowhere, but 
the making of a dozen of these may be amply justified by what is found at 
the end of the thirteenth. One thing is certain, progress is the reward of the 
trail-maker, never of him who merely walks the beaten path. The discovery 
of these trail-makers among one's assistants is a joy because in every such 
there are potentialities whose extent one may not even predict. A Napoleon 
may come to light at any moment, and we need a library Napoleon badly. 

Possibly I have not dwelt sufficiently on the joys that come from the 
librarian's contact with the public. A classic answer when one asks a candi- 
date for librarianship about his qualifications is: "I'm very fond of books." 
It might be more to the point if he were able to say, "I'm very fond of people," 
Books and readers are the two complementary elements of a working library, 
and of the two the readers are the active part. It is far easier to get a book for 
a reader than to get a reader for a book, but the latter task is the more fruitful 
because a reader gained for one book is gained for a great many more. To 
get a reader for a book meant formerly to induce him to transfer his atten- 
tion from some other book. He was already a reader; otherwise he would 
not be in the library, under the librarian's obsenation. The crowds at the 
delivery desk and at the reference tables, in fact, are selected crowds. The 
library has automatically sifted out the readers from the non-readers in the 
community and devotes itself, at these two points, to some of the readers. 
I wish I could say to all, — that we may some day say it is one of the tasks 
that confronts us. Now, however, there are non-readers in the library and 
the job of getting readers for books includes making readers out of these, 
and also out of their fellows who have not yet come to the library at all. Non- 
readers have come into the library through its recent recognition of the fact 
that literature is wider than books and that its province includes other ideas 
than those recorded on paper. Hence we now welcome the busy business 
man who wants, not to read, but to get information without the trouble of 
reading, if he can. We open our doors to the workman who wants to discuss 
with his fellows the economic ideas that immediately affect him. It is now 
unsafe to conclude that a man is a reader merely because you meet him in a 
library. And the upshot of it all is that the librarian now has the opportunity 
of coming into contact with many more elements in his community than he 
formerly could meet. And meeting them in his library, he gets acquainted with 
them and goes out to meet them and their friends elsewhere. The influence 
of the library on the community has been immensely strengthened and what 
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is more to the point, the influence of the community on the library, and on 
the library staff, has been increased in a corresponding degree. The joy of 
interchanging ideas with one's fellows ought always to be a vivid one, and 
when one has not only his own ideas to purvey but those of the good and 
great of all ages to which he acts officially as custodian and introducer, that 
joy should be doubled and trebled. 

These relationships with the public put the members of the library staff 
on a point of great vantage in the inevitable future struggle for truth in this 
country, — truth in the press, truth in books, truth in advertising, truth in all 
the arts, — literature, sculpture, architecture. The cardinal sin of us moderns 
is falsehood, curiously enough, in part Iwcause we so revere the ancients, who 
told the truth in their day. Their day is not our day. however, and the fact 
that a building of a certain form was fit to be a place of worship in Greece 
does not necessarily fit it to be a bank in Xew York. Nor does the fact that 
Theocritus wrote of shepherds and shepherdesses in his day make it truthful 
for a poet to write of them in 191". Of course this copying of antiquity 
is only one count in the indictment for falsehood. We are beginning to try to 
mend our ways. We are writing poetry that looks away from Olympus and 
Helicon toward the streets of Chicago and the lumber forests of Michigan. 
We are carving statues that really look like their subjects and making the 
characters in our novels talk like real men and women. That is, we are 
doing this sometimes, — not often yet. Says Sherwood Anderson in The 
Dial: — "To my room, which is on a street near the loop in the city of Chicago, 
come men who write. They talk and I talk. We are fools. We talk of writers 
of the old world and the beauty and subtlety of the work they do. Below us 
the roaring city lies like a great animal on the prairies, but we do not run 
out to the prairies. We stay in our rooms and talk." And again, "If one 
would avoid neat, slick writing, he must at least attempt to be brother to his 
brothers and live as the men of his time live." Now it seems to me that 
librarians, in these later years have decidedly begun to stop talking and have 
"run out to the prairies." They do "at least attempt to be brothers to their 
brothers." And in so far, they have enlisted in that great fight against false- 
hood which, as I have said, is now on, and is to be the intellectual and spiritual 
feature of the next century. "It is not too much to say." writes John Dewey, 
"that the final issue is how much the American people cares about the integrity 
and responsibility of the intellectual life of the nation." Professor Dewey is 
alluding here to the vital question of the control of teaching bodies by lay 
boards, which is another phase of the conflict on behalf of truth, but it surely 
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applies to all phases and it ought to be satisfactory to librarians to know that 
they are in a position to fight down hill. To take part in the fight will assuredly 
be not the least of the "joys of librarianship." 

Closely connected with this struggle for truth is that task which is to be 
peculiarly our own as librarians, — the teaching of the public what there is 
in books and how to get at it. The lack of this knowledge in the public is the 
greatest obstacle that I know to the complete success of the library. Every 
day we have evidence that there are members of our communities who do not 
know the simplest things about the contents of books, — who will take the 
trouble, for instance, to write to the city clerk to ascertain the population of 
a town, not knowing that it can be found in the census reports, or who will 
write to the local paper to ask how a word is pronounced, instead of looking 
in the dictionary. Persons who do this are presumably not well educated, but 
when we leave elementary information and deal with that which is a little 
more advanced, we shall find persons of undeniable education and cultivation 
making practically the same mistake. These persons may be compared with 
the shipwrecked mariners in a boat who nearly perished of thirst in the mouth 
of the river Amazon because they thought they were still in salt water, or to 
a party lost in the woods and starving amid stores of edible fungi. They 
want information, and do not know where to get it, or that it is possible to 
get it at all, although they ha\e but to put forth a hand to find it. 

Occasionally, though not often, we meet the correlative error of supposing 
that everything is written down somewhere. The two may be classed together 
as ignorance of what may be found in books and of how to get at it. 

The efforts that we have made to mend this condition of affairs have 
not been very effective, although some of them have been expensive. We 
have not yet all reacted to the very great expansion of our clientele. It is the 
scholar's business to know what is in books, and so when we were libraries 
solely for scholars, this matter did not trouble us. Now we are libraries for 
children, and business men and laborers, and either the schools or we our- 
selves must do something to improve the knowledge of books acquired by 
these classes of the community if we are to serve them as we boast we are 
ready to do. Obviously the contents of the volumes on our shelves will do 
little good to persons who do not know that they exist or that they are access- 
ible, or what they contain. To the useful type of mind that delights In effect- 
ing public enlightenment, this task makes a special appeal. I trust that we shall 
find enough interested library workers to make it their own, to devise ways 
of doing it, to follow them to achievement and to add in so doing to the joys 
of librarianship. 
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To persons with a sense of humor, work in libraries offers very special 
joys, which come, according to my view, as an indication that such persons 
are fitted in some particular way for their task. The library assistant who 
could work long at the loan desk, in the reference room, with children, or 
with the foreign population at a branch, without getting into a state of inex- 
tinguishable laughter is surely the exception. Nor does such an assistant 
necessarily laugh at the people and things that she sees, at least in the sense 
of making them butts for ridicule. One may assuredly laugh without sneering 
or jeering, with a humor that simply sweetens the work, often relieving what 
would otherwise be its gloom and making one glow through and through with 
the feeling that the world, as Stevenson's "Child" says, "is so full of a number 
of things," and not only the one profanely-condemned thing after another of 
our later formula, but with things that bring a smile to the face and a lightness 
to the heart. When one has to inspect the grimy paws of 17,000 children 
one appreciates such an excuse as that I remember from Chatham Square, 
to the effect that "the wind blew the dirt on" between home and library. When 
one is listening to the angry protestations of a member of the public indignant 
at being compelled to pay a cent for a reserve postal, how refreshing to have 
an old lady present the coin te the fiery protester, as a slight recognition of 
the library's services to her personally, as was done once at Bloomingdale ! 

I fear that we librarians do not make enough of these joyous features. 
If we did, we should not be described by current writers as the dusty, solemn, 
be-wigged and be-spectacled fossils that date, if they ever existed at all, back 
to 1827 and have no affinities with 1917. I know librarians that keep these 
humorous anecdotes in notebooks and occasionally laugh over them in secret. 
It is believed that open joy would alienate the public. Why should it? We 
laugh openly at our brothers and sisters in the family and they do not mind, 
though they would seriously object if we made them secret objects of merri- 
ment. If your library is a home place for the neighbors they will feel likewise. 
If you will read a little pamphlet entitled "Where Neighbors Meet," issued 
this year by our own library, you will find some good-natured fun, — enough 
I hope, to persuade the readers that our lives are not unrelieved gloom. Let 
us not forget that our reports may be true, every word of them, and may yet 
give the false impression that library work is 50 per cent, statistics and 50 per 
cent, fatigue, very much as Mary E. Wilkins in her stories has created the 
feeling that every inhabitant of New England is eccentric or gloomy, or both. 
Only our reports will never achieve the triumph of falsity that attaches to Miss 
Wilkins because she is generally readable and they as generally are not. 
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One of the librarian's greatest joys at the present time should be his 
opportunity of doing national service. By national service I mean service that 
is at the same time country-\vide and hnked up with as many other forms of 
country-wide service as possible. This kind of service libraries are becoming 
more and more fitted to give, as is being shown in connection with the war; but 
the end of the war is by no means going to see the end of the service. Does 
anyone imagine, for instance, that there are to be no more libraries in military 
camps at the close of hostilities, no more efforts toward food-conservation? 

I have said that this kind of service should be a joy. It involves of course, 
extra labor, fatigue and physical discomfort. How these should be regarded 
may be learned from a recent address by President George E. Vincent. I quote 
him as follows from memory: — "Whatever you do, don't talk about sacrifice. 
When I hear a man talk about sacrifice. I suspect that he is really doing very 
little. On one occasion I heard a woman say to Dr. Grenfell, 'Oh Dr. Grenfell, 
we all admire you so for the noble work you are doing and for the sacrifices 
you are making in doing it,' Dr. Grerifell drew himself up. 'My dear Madam,' 
he said, 'You misconceive the situation entirely. I'm having the time of my 
life in Labrador.' " Whatever we librarians do in the present crisis and how- 
ever we do it, we must be having the time of our lives in doing it. If we 
are, we shall worry little about hours and vacations. Our boards will have 
to insist that we take so many hours to sleep, and so many to eat, and there 
will be no keeping us away from our work. 

There are no joys greater than serving one's country in her need, and 
this is only another illustration of our main thesis, because everyone is fitted 
for some kind of national service and those of us who are left in charge of 
our libraries may take our pick among many kinds, — all related to books 
and their manifold uses. 

But is there not much routine connected with library work ? How shall 
the worker adapt himself to that, so that he may get joy out of it as a by- 
product? This matter of routine is so important that it may pay us to give 
it some special attention. There is routine in all work, and some work is all 
routine. The ideal way to dispose of it is to turn it all over to machines. 
We have, in fact, so disposed of a vast mass of it in our industries, somewhat 
hampered by the fact that the very persons who complain of it as a burden 
are the first to resent being relieved of it by mechanical devices. It is doubt- 
less the fate of all routine work to be done by machinery, and library routine 
will be no exception. So far, we have disposed of very little of it in this way, 
except in our binderies; though such steps as the use of L. C. cards for 
cataloguing may possibly be classed as mechanical. This is one of the non- 
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progressive items with which library work must be debited. There is in this 
audience the inventor of a mechanical automatic charging system approved 
by experts as perfectly feasible, which we have allowed to slumber on paper 
for a dozen years or so. But ultimately we shall adopt this and other me- 
chanical devices to do part of our work — the pasting of labels, the use of 
rubber stamps and perforating machinery — even perhaps such work as the 
shelving of books. Why should not every book slide to its place on the shelf 
as the matrix in a linotype machine goes to its proper compartment in distribu- 
tion or as the cylinder in a pneumatic tube system selects the route that it is 
intended to take ? 

But while we are waiting for the introduction of machinery to relieve us 
of our routine, let us not forget that machinery has already been provided in 
the human brain to do this very thing. We are using it every day to take care 
of the most vital parts of our daily lives. It sees to our breathing, to the 
digestion of our food, to the motion of our legs in walking, to the avoidance 
of threatened danger. These things have all been removed, under ordinary 
conditions, from the sphere of our conscious activities, and any matter of 
routine can be relegated by us to the same control if we go about it in the right 
way. Anyone who is doing such routine work as pasting labels or using a 
rubber stamp may also use nearly his or her full time, when so occupied, in 
activity requiring the use of the higher mental faculties. It is astonishing 
how much the subconscious mind can absorb and care for automatically. Many 
years ago I lived in a house where it was necessary to use a hand force-pump 
to fill a tank in the attic, and I contributed some of my time each evening to 
this form of service. I soon found that it required a definite number of 
strokes to fill the tank and that it was desirable to know from time to time, 
the exact stage of the work. One would think that to count the strokes would 
require fixing the mind continuously on the work and that doing it subcon- 
sciously was out of the question. Yet the problem was soon solved in the 
following way. The pumping was done in time to a melody, which required 
for its full performance a certain number of strokes, say 300. The melody 
selected was so familiar that it could be hummed, or rather, acoustically 
imaged, subconsciously. I had only to take note of the instants when the 
melody ended and had to be begun again, and this did not much interfere with 
my train of thought, which could therefore be pursued uninterruptedly, leav- 
ing both pumping and counting to my subconsciousness. This employment 
of melody to do subconscious counting has a wide application. I am mention- 
ing it here to show how, by the adoption of special mental devices, all sorts 
of routine work may be done mechanically, releasing the higher brain centres 
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for constructive thought. Many of us, I am sure, have found that this Is 
the case. The trouble is that we use our minds, thus released from bondage, 
for all sorts of useless thought, for trivial reminiscence, for planning things 
that need no planning, for fault finding with the very mechanical character of 
the work that enables us to put it out of the conscious mind altogether. Instead, 
these periods obviously ought to be used to perfect ourselves in the details of 
our work, to devise methods of improvement and expansion, to plan for its 
future development, — increasing the correspondence between it and our own 
capacities and thereby widening and deepening our joy in it. The routine 
work of librarianship therefore, apart from its possible future transfer to 
mechanical devices, ought not to be a lessener of its joys, but rather a con- 
tributor to them. 

I hear something, here and elsewhere, of the dissatisfaction of library 
assistants with their work, of their expressed intention to leave it for some- 
thing which they imagine will be more congenial. So far as this is the result 
of faulty adaptation, — so far as it is the jolting of the square peg out of the 
round hole, I sympathize with it and have nothing to say against it. But I 
believe that it may be more than this. It may signify a general misapprehen- 
sion of what the congeniality of work implies and an effort to get pleasure 
from it by first intention instead of as a by-product of one's adaptation to it. 
In this event, of course, assistants who leave library work for some other 
form of activity will never find satisfaction; they will never take pleasure in 
what they are doing; their occupation, whatever it may be, will be forever 
barren of joys. 

It may be, of course, that there are persons who can never adapt them- 
selves to any kind of useful activity, who are butterflies pure and simple, fitted 
only to flit about in the sun and gleaning joy only from that fitness. It may 
be, I say, that there are such persons. I know of none and, being now a citizen 
of Missottri, I demand to be shown one before I acknowledge their existence. 
Failure to fit oneself to one's work comes never, I prefer to think, from general 
unfitness for useful activity, but always either from the squareness of the hole 
in which the round peg reposes or from putting the cart before the horse and 
thinking that one must love one's work before one can do it well instead of 
loving it because one is able to do it well. 

I have been trying to catalogue infinity. The mathematicians tell us that 
infinity has no plus or minus sign. Go indefinitely to right or left and you 
will bring up at the same point. We know it is so on our little round earth, 
where east and west meet in the antipodes: perhaps it is so in space, too, where 
by some subtle curvature undetected of our senses, the gazing astronomer, as 
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suggested by some scientific humorist, may one day succeed in seeing his own 
back hair. Anyway, I know it is so with our subject. Whether the joys of 
librarianship are infinitely great, as they seem to me, or infinitely small, as 
they may seem to some of you, is really all one. It depends, after all, not on 
your librarianship alone, or on you alone; but, as I have said, on the adaptation 
of the one to the other. If this adaptation were an absolute quantity unalter- 
able by human effort, I should say to those of you who want to leave us, as 
Greeley wanted to say to the Seceding States, — "Erring sisters, go in peace." 
But it is not so. Just as "the way to resume was to resume," when we were 
wondering how to effect the resumption of specie payments, so the way to 
like librarianship is to like it. The way to fit yourself to it is to stick to it as 
closely as you may, as Professor William Lyon Phelps tells us he stuck to the 
symphony concerts that he disliked so much at first. He ended by lo\'ing 
them, and you will end in like manner by loving your work. Those of us who 
have been at it longest love it most, and we love all its connections, animate 
and inanimate. Were it not so, your speaker would not have journeyed a 
thousand miles to say these words to you to-night. 

Long may our libraries live and do increasing public service ! Long may 
The New York Public Library stand as the intellectual civic centre of this 
metropolis! And as the structure cannot stand if the stones crumble, long 
may your Staff Association, thus auspiciously begun, continue, with undimin- 
ished numbers to appreciate and inculcate the Joys of Librarianship. 
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A FOREWORD TO THE LIST OF REFERENCES 
ON SUBMARINES 

By Simon Lake 

I HAVE read with great interest the proof sheets of this compilation of 
books, magazines and technical papers relating to submarines. Now that 
the submarine is becoming recognized as the most important weapon ever 
introduced into "The art of warfare on the high seas," information regarding 
its development is being eagerly sought by many people who are interested in 
the advancement of science. 

The destiny of the submarine is as yet but little understood by the casual 
reader; at the present time its introduction into the art of warfare has caused 
it to be condemned by many, while others look upon it as a means of defense 
against or a means of destroying overwhelming sea power and, perhaps, think 
it may be utilized to assist in extending domination over other peoples when 
combined with military supremacy on land, I think those who use it for any 
illegitimate purpose will eventually see their error. 

Submarine inventors have, from the earliest days, considered the sub- 
marine boat as a means to advanced knowledge of things beneath the surface 
of the seas, to recover and restore to the use of mankind many of the things 
that have gone to the bottom of the sea in ships, and also to recover the natural 
products of the sea. in the nature of shell fish, sponges, coral, pearls, and to 
reach mineral and other deposits heretofore inaccessible and unavailable to 
the people. The introduction of the submarine in war will eventually prove 
a benefit to all of the smaller and less powerful nations, as the submarine iS 
undoubtedly able to offer to any nation the greatest degree of security for 
the least expenditure of money in the defense of its coast line. 

This compilation will make available to the student of submarine naviga- 
tion information that it has heretofore been almost impossible to procure, cover- 
ing, as it does, published articles on this subject dating back from a period of 
over two thousand years to the present time. I remember in years gone by, 
many days spent in searching through various libraries for information regard- 
ing the submarine, of which little could then be found. I can, therefore, appre- 
ciate the great amount of time which the compiler of this bibliography must 
have given to this investigation. Much of the literature relating to submarines 
is based on hearsay, romance and imagination, but imagination may lead 
to scientific development, so that both the student of the romance of "The 
mysteries of the deep" and the investigator of its uses as a weapon of war, or 
its possibilities in the commercial field, will all appreciate the labor which has 
been put into the preparation of this bibliography.

NEWS OF THE MONTH 

GIFTS 

DURING the month of December, 1917, the Library received as gifts a 
total of 1,153 volumes, 3,049 pamphlets, and 53 maps. Some of the 
more important and interesting of these gifts were the following: From 
Mr. Charles C. Kurzman of New York the Library received 13 valuable and 
richly illustrated French works on costume. From Mrs. Thomas A. Janvier 
of Cambridge, Mass., came a collection of books, pamphlets, and other material 
relating to Frederic Mistral and Provencal literature, and to Mexico, etc. This 
gift contained 61 volumes, 87 pamphlets, numerous circulars, photographs, etc. 
Mr, J. H. Ten-Eyck Burr of Crescent City, Florida, gave the Library a col- 
lection of 36 volumes, 186 pamphlets, including a file of the "Cazenovia 
Republican" from 1854 to 1897, other newspapers, sermons, almanacs, etc. 
From Mr. H. C. Levis of London came a copy of his work, "Notes on the 
early British engraved royal portraits issued in various series from 1521 to 
the end of the eighteenth century'" (one of 100 copies printed for the author 
at the Chiswick Press, London, 1917). From Mr. Herbert L. Pratt of New 
York we received a copy of a "Historical, descriptive and critical catalogue 
of the works of American Artists in collection of Herbert L. Pratt, Glen Cove, 
L. L, by Charles Henry Hart," New York, 1917.

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THE PLATES OF THE WINTHROP BOOKS 

Bv Elbridge Colbv 

THERE are in The New York Public Library, in the collection of manu- 
scripts by American authors, several fat volumes, — the originals of the 
books of Theodore Winthrop. Some previous study has resulted in the publi- 
cation of a fairly complete bibliography of Winthrop (Bulletin of The New 
York Public Library, January. 1917), and of a sketch on the editorial changes 
made in the original manuscripts (The Nation, June 29, 1916). 

It is my purpose in these few pages to comment on the bibliography and 
to tell exactly how the books, both the plates and the sheets, passed from 
publisher to publisher during a period of nearly forty years. I do this because 
I consider it an interesting commentary on American literature of the last 
half of the nineteenth century, when publishers could import British best- 
sellers more cheaply than they could issue new American successes. In this 
case, as it turns out,. they found it possible to print cheap popular editions of 
an American author who had sold well, and to print them cheaply because 
they printed from the same old and battered plates which had been used for 
the first impressions during the Civil War. 

Speaking with a number of persons who are in what we may call the 
present generation, I have found Theodore Winthrop almost unknown to them 
as a class. On the other hand, conversation with older people, with people who 
have lived through somewhat more than half of the years since the Civil War, 
revealed a very widespread knowledge of his life and of his works. His 
popularity seems to have died with the close of the century. But during the 
thirty years immediately following the battle of great Bethel, the sale of his 
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works was positively stupendous. On their first publication the novels ran 
through three editions in a week, five editions in ten days, and seven editions 
in two years, respectively.' The sale kept up. In three years, there were 
seventeen editions of Cecil Drecme, eight of Eduin Brotherlofl, fourteen of 
John Brent, and eight of The Canoe and the Saddle. The publishing firm of 
Ticknor and Fields was changed to Fields. Osgood, and then to J. R. O^ood 
and Company. In 1876, as a result of a public auction in New York of plates 
and publishing rights of books owned by J, R. Osgood and Company, the 
Winthrop books were transferred to Henry Holt and Company. They brought 
an extremely small price, something less than one hundred dollars for the five 
books, subject, however, to a small royalty to the author's heirs.^ 

This would seem to indicate that the demand for them had practically 
ceased at that time. But such was very evidently not the case. Beginning in 
April, 1876, printing from the original plates, Henry Holt and Company 
started to put the books on the market in their Leisure Hour Series. They 
were kept busy publishing reprints until 1889, issuing nine editions each of 
Cecil Dreeme and John Brent, and three of each of the other three. This 
New York firm also published in March, 1884. The Life and Poems of 
Theodore Winthrop,^ compiled from letters and journals, and edited by his 
sister. 

In 1890 the Holt company sold "the plates and stock" to a Mr. James S. 
Packard, who was an agent for J. W, Lovell and Company. John W. Lovell 
and Company and the United States Book Company, which succeeded it during 
1891, published at least one edition of each of the five books in the Lovell's 
American Authors Scries, but how many more it is not possible to determine,* 
When the United States Book Company failed in 1892,* it was suggested to 
Dodd, Mead and Company that they purchase editions of three of the books. 
This they did and issued them in April, 1899. They purchased two thousand 
sheets of each and bound up the last of the John Brent sheets in March, 1908, 
Canoe and Saddle in 1905, and Cecil Dreeme in Xo\-ember, 1908. The com- 
pany was at that time in the hands of a recei\er and the plates were returned 
to him.^ These were the last editions printed. I have seen and examined 
specimens of the editions of each of the different publishers, and it appears 
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very evident from the details of the printing, broken letters, etc., that the 
original plates were used throughout.^ 

When the United States Book Company went into a receivership in 1892, 
it was reorganized as the American Publishing Corporation. This company 
also went into a receivership, and in its turn was reorganized as the Publishers' 
Plate Renting Company. This last company went out of business several years 
ago and all the plates were sold.' Street and Smith purchased The Canoe and 
the Saddle, Cecil Drecme, and John Brent plates which were, however, in such 
bad condition that they could not be used. They were "stereos" and were all 
battered down, so they were melted up for old metal.' As the three other 
firms to whom plates of this company were sold ha\e advised the present 
writer that they purchased no Winthrop plates,'" and as Mr. Coryell says that 
"all plates of the United States Book Company that could not be sold above 
the price of plate metal, were sold for old metal." we close with the assump- 
tion that the Life in the Open Air, and Edn'in Brotherloft plates were thus 
destroyed. The coincidence of the three titles, the plates of which Street and 
Smith bought, with those of the sheets Dodd, Mead and Company purchased 
and issued, leads us to a further assumption that the Life in the Open Air, 
and Eduin Brothertoft plates were destroyed earlier than we can obtain record, 
since their unfitness for printing was probably the reason Dodd. Mead and 
Company issued only three titles, and those the three they did. — namely. CecU 
Drecme, John Brent, and The Canoe and the Saddle. 

There was but one printing of the Life and Poems volume; and, though 
the edition is exhausted and though the Holt's still keep it listed in catalogue." 
it has never been reissued. There was also but one edition of Mr. Waddy's 
Return which Henry Holt and Company published in October 1904." 

Life said (Feb. 23. 1905) : "A novel by Theodore Winthrop is a startling 
thing to find among the newest lxx)ks. , .and one reads. , .with something of 
a Pandora>like feeling that used to accompany the opening of old trunks in 
the twilight garret." So it must have seemed. Yet, on looking the book over 
again, after the lapse of years, it appeared to his sister. Miss Elizabeth W. 
Winthrop. too good to let die; and. according to a publisher's note prefixed 
to the volume, it was placed in the hands of Mr. Burton 1^. Stevenson to give 
il such revision and condensation as it may be presumed that the author, had he 
Hved. would have given it himself.

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"The story was written out by hand and the author's name did not appear" 
on the old manuscript, but, in spite of the difficulty of reading it, it impressed 
Mr. Stevenson immensely. He told Henry Holt and Company that it seemed 
"a decided find" and, with the condition of thorough revision and intelligent 
condensation, strongly advised its publication. The Holt's wrote back, stating 
that the author was Theodore Winthrop and asking Mr. Stevenson to under- 
take the revision of the book. This he ultimately did and we can gain an 
idea of how much he altered the original by noting the adverse criticism he 
included in "the opinion sent the Holt's at the time." " From this "opinion" 
we learn that he cut out about twenty-five thousand words, including a great 
deal of slavery talk, and a number of picturesque loiterings up incidental by- 
paths: and that he probably made some rearrangement of chapters. 

There are but three other ways in which the name of Theodore Winthrop 
has persisted in the book-printing business. In 1874, Mr, Rossiter Johnson 
edited for James R. Osgood and Company of Boston a series of small volumes 
under the name "Little Qassics." '* In volume six, devoted to Lo-i'C, he included 
Love and Skates. This volume went through twenty-nine different editions 
of varying size between January, 1875, and December, 1910. and was also 
reprinted with the other seven volumes in four new impressions of the entire 
series.'^ Love and Skates of course does not deser^-e the full credit for this 
circulation, as it was only one story of several; and yet we must not neglect to 
give it its own share of the credit. G. P. Putnam's Sons, on account of its 
intrinsic worth and on account of its convenient size, gave Love and Skates a 
place in their Ariel Booklet Series, and published it in New York in 1902; an 
English edition at London in March, 1905; and a second American edition at 
New York in November, 1906, Plates had been made for the Putnam pub- 
lication and were used in printing the second edition.'* In 1913, Mr. John H. 
Williams of Tacoma, Washington, filled with a love for Mount Rainier, which 
Winthrop well describes, and impressed with Winthrop's journey through the 
Northwest in road building days, got out an elaborately illustrated edition of 
The Canoe and the Saddle, editing and publishing it himself. It was an act 
of love and it is doubtful if any similar book with such a local appeal selling 
for a similar high price could ever succeed as^ publishing proposition. 

In such ways has Winthrop managed to be kept before the reading public 
long after his widespread popularity had passed. And no inconsiderable item 
in keeping his eminently readable novels in the hands of the public was the fact 
that the same old plates, passing through auction after auction and bankruptcy 
after bankruptcy, were still used to get out cheap editions of the work which 
was once so highly prized.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 

George Ixtckhart Rives, the President of The N'ew York Public Library 
died at his suiiimer home in Newport on August 18. 1917. 

Mr. Ri\es had been interested in hhrary work in New York City for many 
years. He was elected a Trustee of the .\stor Library in 1883. He resigned 
that office when appointed .Assistant Secretary of State in 1888. .■\fter his 
return to New York he was elected a Trustee of the I-eiio-K Library in 1893, 
and, upon the consolidation which resulted in the formation of the present New- 
York Public Library, he t>ecame a Trustee of the latter body and held that office 
until his death. He was the first Secretary of The New York Public Library, 
afterwards liecame Second Vice-President and First \' ice- President, and upon 
the death of Mr. Cadwalader he was dccteil President, on May 13, 1914. 

While the public spirit for which Mr. Rives was so well known manifesteil 
itself in many other works of an cilucatiimat or charitable nature, in none of 
these was he nn >re interested than in the Public t-ibrary. I Ic took a very active 
{tart in the difficult negotiations which resulted in the consolidation of the 
Astor and Lenox t.ibraries and the Tildcn Trust and in the arrangements with 
the City of New York which made )X)ssiblc the erection of the Central Building 
and the establishment and ojwration of the present e.xlended system of circulat- 
inR branch libraries; anil in the subsecjucut working out and development of 
the plans which have resulted in giving ti) the City of New York one of the 
I us ]

great libraries of the world he was no less interested and active. Possessing 
the complete trust and confidence of his associates, his ability and sound judg- 
ment, his open-mindedness and sense of fairness and his wise counsel were of 
the greatest service and contributed in a \erY large measure to the success which 
has attended the establishment and development of this institution. 

Another vacancy in the Board of Trustees during the year was caused 
by the death of Mr. Frederick Sturges, which occurred at his residence in the 
City of New York on December 22, 1917. 

Mr. Sturges became a Trustee of the Lenox Library in 1879 and ser\'ed 
continuously in that capacity until the formation of The New York Public 
Library in 1895, when he became a Trustee of the latter corporation, a position 
which he held until his death. His total term of service extended over a period 
of nearly forty years. He was a Trustee who discharged the duties of his 
office with earnestness and fidelity, and his associates upon the Board realize, 
with deep regret, the loss which the Library has suffered through his death. 

In their last annual report the Trustees called attention to the urgent need 
of the Library for additional endowment, and it is now with a very deep sense 
of gratitude that they record the generous gift made to the Library by the late 
Colonel Oliver H. Payne in his will. 

Colonel Payne had resided for many years in the City of New York, where 
he died on the 27th of June. 1917. It was not until after his death that the 
fact became generally known that in his lifetime he had made many liberal 
gifts to educational and charitable institutions. He was a man of great modesty 
who disliked publicity of any sort, and his liberal contributions to such objects 
were made either anonymously or under the pledge that his name should not 
be known in connection with them. Upon his death it was found that his will 
contained a large number of important gifts for educational and charitable 
purposes, and, although he had never been in any way connected with The 
New York Public Library, among these gifts was one of a million of dollars 
to the Library. 

Such a gift is a great encouragement to those engaged in carrying on the 
work of the Library. It shows that there are those in the community who. 
while apparently showing no interest in the work carried on by the Library, 
are nevertheless observing it and realizing the importance of its service to the 
public. 

In September, 1916, Congress passed an .^ct imposing a new Federal 
Estate Tax, which contained no exemption of legacies for educational and 
philanthropic purposes, and The New York Public Library joined with a great 
number of educational and charitable institutions in endeavoring to impress 
upon Congress the justice and necessity of inserting such an exemption in 
the Act. The attempt, however, was not successful, and by the Act of March 3, 
1917. the rates of estate duty were increased, and they were further increased 
by the War Revenue .Act of October 3, 1917. None of these Acts provided 
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for any exemption of the character desired. It is to be hoped that in the future 
Congress may be induced to take a more reasonable view of this subject. 

The accompanying reports of the Treasurer and Director exhibit, as usual, 
in detail, the work and operations of the Library during the past year. 

The statistics contained therein show the constantly increasing demand 
by the public upon the facilities furnished by the Library, in both Reference 
and Circulation Departments, and as the demand increases it becomes more 
and more difficult for the Library to respond to it for lack of adequate funds 
for maintenance. 

It is also more and more difficult to maintain the efficiency of the service 
owing to the more remunerative employment offered elsewhere to many of 
our trained employees. It is shown by the report of the Director that in the last 
year nineteen per cent, of the employees on the regular staff of the Reference 
Department, and twenty-seven per cent, of the total number of employees in 
the Circulation Department resigned to take better paid positions. This condi- 
tion is a very serious one and threatens the efficiency of the service, but unless 
the resources of the Library be increased it is impossible for it to raise the 
salaries of its employees. 

The report of the Director contains very interesting statements of the 
extent to which the facilities of the Library have been availed of in the investi- 
gation of subjects which have become important through the entrance of the 
United States into the war, and the activities in which the Library has been 
engaged growing out of war conditions. 

In May, 1917. the Trustees were informed that the French societies in 
the City of New York had tendered a reception to the French War Commis- 
sion, headed by M. Viviani and Marshal Joffre, to be held on the evening of 
May 10th. and for that purpose ' requested the use of the Central Library 
Building in Bryant Park. It was found that if this request were acceded to, 
it would be necessary to close the library building to the public on the even- 
ing of the proposed reception, and, on cotisultation with the Mayor and Comp- 
troller, it was decided that an amendment or modification of the agreement 
under which the Library occupies that building should be made between the 
City, acting by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, and The New 
York Public Library. Such an amendment was authorized by the Board of 
Estimate and executed between the City and the Public Library, and the recep- 
tion was held accordingly. 

The more important gifts made to the Library during the year are sum- 
marized in the report of the Director. 

To fill the vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Rives, Mr. Lewis Cass 
Ledyard was elected President, and to fill the vacancy in the office of the First 
Vice-President caused by his election, the Honorable Elihu Root was elected 
First Vice-President; and Mr, Cleveland H. Dodge was elected Second Vice- 
President.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 

For the Yeak Ending December 31, 1917 



Lewis Cass Ledyard. Esq., 

President of The Nezv York Public Library. 

Sir: 

During 1917, in the Reference Department in the Central Building, 
865,591 readers are recorded as consulting 2,252,659 books, a gain of about 
3 per cent, in readers and a loss ot about 3 per cent, in the number of vol- 
umes consulted, compared with the previous year. The figures given for the 
number of books consulted represent only those for which regular call slips 
were filed, since it is not possible to keep any count of the thousands of volumes 
which readers use from the open shelves in the seventeen reading rooms in the 
building. 

The number of visitors to the Central Building was 2,796,530, a gain of 
about 15 per cent, over the previous year. 

The number of volumes issued for home use by the Circulation Depart- 
ment, through its 44 Branch Libraries, the Travelling Libraries, and the 
Library for the Bliml, was 10,709,095, a gain of about 6 per cent, over the 
previous year. The total recorded number of readers using books and peri- 
odicals in the Branch Library buildings was 3,971,681. 

At the close of the year there were 1,065,196 volumes and 318,225 pam- 
phlets in the Reference Department — a total of 1,383,421 pieces. 

The number of volumes added to the Circulation Department was 193,756. 
but 148.919 were withdrawn or discarded as worn-out, leaving the net number 
added, 44,837. The total number of volumes in the Circulation Department 
at the end of the year, therefore, was 1,154,384. 

The total number of volumes and pamphlets in both Departments of the 
Library at the end of 1917 was 2.537,805. 

The number of employees on December 31, 1917, was 1.244. Of these. 
552 were in the Reference Department, 11 in the Municipal Reference Branch, 
and 681 were in the Circulation Department.' 

Again we are compelled to call attention to the difficulties experienced 
in both Departments in providing adequate service to the public with inadequate 

vithont retard lo n 
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means. While the demands upon the Library have increased, the funds for 
maintenance in both Departments have not increased in proportion. Economic 
conditions have seriously menaced the efficiency of the service. Commercial 
establishments in New York, and Government bureaus and departments in 
Washington are able to pay better salaries than the Library can afford, and 
have therefore taken from us during the year large numbers of our trained 
employees. Out of 283 persons on the regular staff of the Reference Depart- 
ment, not including pages nor the mechanical staff, 54, or 19 per cent,, resigned 
to take better-paying positions. In addition to these 54, 23 resigned to enter 
the uniformed service of the Government, or some of the numerous branches 
of patriotic service. The total resignations for the Reference Department 
were 77 ( 54 + 23 ) , or 27 per cent. 

Of 562 employees in the graded and office service in the Circulation 
Department, 154, or 27 per cent,, resigned during the year. As far as we can 
learn, only four of these left to enter some branch of patriotic service. 

Over the main entrance to the Central Building is a Service Flag with 31 
stars, representing 31 members of the Library staff who are now in the 
uniformed service of the United States. In addition to these there are 9 other 
former members of our staff who are engaged in various branches of patriotic 
war service. 



In the Main Reatiing Room 625,966 volumes were delivered on written 
application to 292,985 readers, a gain of about 2 per cent, in volumes and 
about 5 per cent, in readers. January, March, April, and May showed the 
greatest gains; March, as usual, being the busiest month. 

The most notable development of the past few years has been the extraor- 
dinary increase in the use of the Library on Sundays and holidays, especially 
of the Main Reading Room. Until about two years ago, Saturday was usually 
the heaviest day of the week; but during 1917, except during the summer 
months, the Sunday statistics have equaled — and many times even exceeded — 
the figures for Saturday. When it is considered that the Library is open nine 
hours on Sunday and thirteen hours on other days in the week, it will be seen 
that even when the figures are less, Sundays are actually busier days than 
Saturdays. Moreover, about three-quarters of all books called for on Sunda« 
are issued between three and seven p. m. Many times during the year there 
have been more readers than seats in the Main Reading Room, which has 
accommodation for 768 readers at one time. 

Contrary to what might be expected, a great deal of serious reading and 
study is done on Sundays and holidays; and it is a mistake to assume that the 
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majority of persons who come to the Library on these days are casual readers 
who have nowhere else to go, nothing else to do, or are in search of recreation 
rather than infonnation. They come to consult books needed in their work 
or study which cannot be secured elsewhere; although there is, of course, more 
reading for diversion on Sundays than at other times. 

There has been little or no change in the proportionate use made of 
books in the various classes of literature, as shown by Table 2. American 
and English literature (including general periodicals which formed 8.3 percent, 
of all books consulted), economics, foreign literature, and history, other than 
American, comprised 60 per cent, of the total number of volumes consulted in 
the Main Reading Room during 1917. 



In the Technology Division the year has been marked by continued interest 
in the literature of war technology, especially in explosives, gunnery and metal- 
lurgy, with notable attention to aviation and shipbuilding. Many officers, 
sailors, and soldiers, as well as the experts directly engaged in manufacture, 
have consulted the books in this Division. 

The establishment of the coal tar industry in this country has caused a 
constant use of references on the subject. The demands in this Division for 
statistics of production and manufacture in many industries have been notable 
— probably greater than in any other library, by reason of the large number 
of writers for periodicals in and around New York City. 

Asa further indication of the kind of infonnation supplied by the Technol- 
ogy Division, a few samples may be mentioned. One reader sought informa- 
tion on a sub-aqueous tunnel between England and France. Another has 
gathered information for an important textbook on weaving. Material for 
two manuals on department store merchandise was gathered here. The authors 
of a handbook on ship construction, a history of paper making in the United 
States, and of an advanced course in first-aid work for the Red Cross have 
also made use of the Division; and the representative of a well-known life 
insurance company has spent many hours investigating accident prevention. 

The entrance of the United States into the war has had its effect upon 
the Science Division also. Members of flying corps have called for informa- 
tion regarding the resistance of air, wind tunnel experiments, meteorology' for 
aviators, the detection of submarines from airplanes, the principles underlying 
this phenomenon and at what height the submerged vessels are most plainly 
visible. Interesting investigations have been made regarding the sound of 
cannon, the transmission of sound through the earth, and the propagation and 
transmission of sound under water. There was also considerable research on 
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the subject of range-finders and the intensifying of the visibility of objects in 
the landscape for the purpose of deceiving the enemy — the reverse of camou- 
flage, which aims to obscure the objects. The geology of the entire western 
battle front has been the comprehensive study of more than one inquirer. 

.Among the important additions to our Americana collection during the 
year was the only known copy of the second edition (textually more desirable 
than the first) of "A true report of the laste voyage into the West and North- 
west regions, 1577, worthily atchieued by Capteine Frobisher. Written by 
Dionyse Settle. Imprinted at London by Henrie Middleton, 1577." 

The Library also acquired two very rare works by Cadwallader Colden. 
a beautiful copy of the first edition of his "History of the Five Indian Nations," 
printed at New York by William Bradford, in 1727, the first historical work 
relating to New York written and printed in New York; and an uncut copy 
of his "Explication of the first Causes of Action in Matter, and of the Cause 
of Gravitation," printed in New York by James Parker in 1745. This is the 
first work of science written and printed in New York. These two works, 
added to those already in our collection, give The New York Public Library 
the distinction of having a complete series of all of Colden's writings in their 
first editions. 

Other acquisitions were a copy of William Penn's "Frame of Govern- 
ment," printed at London in 1682, the document upon which the government 
of the province of Pennsylvania was founded, and a "Modest Enquiry into the 
Nature of Witchcraft," by John Hale, printed in Boston in 1702. 

In the Manuscript Division the principal gift of the year came from the 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company of New York, consisting of the original 
Dutch manuscript records of the town of Harlem (New York City), 1662- 
1760, in nine volumes, accompanied by two volumes of translations; the New 
Harlem Deacon's Books, 1672-1674, in Dutch; a volume of Kingston, N. Y.. 
Church .A.ccounts. 1681-1684, in Dutch; a parcel of original papers relating 
to the Harlem Commons; and a mass of notes and notebooks, as well as 
transcripts and extracts of early records, relating to Harlem, Newtown, L. I.. 
Brooklyn, etc., collected by James Riker for his local histories. The size of 
this collection is indicated by the statement that the original manuscripts 
number 1,637 pages, and the translations, transcripts, notes, memoranda, etc., 
13.363 pages. 

The Order Division received during the year, for the Reference Depart- 
ment, 43,323 volumes, of which 11,582 were purchases and 31,741 were gifts. 
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The number of pamphlets received was 75,502, of which 8,870 were purchases 
and 66,632 were gifts. In the Circulation Department there came as gifts 
3,158 volumes and 1,192 pamphlets. 

In addition to those mentioned above, the most important gifts of books 
during the year were the following: 

From Mrs. T, J. Coolidge, of Boston, Mass., a copy of "Thomas Jefferson, 
Architect. Original designs in the collection of Thomas Jefferson Coolidge, 
Jr.. with an essay and notes by Fiske Kimball." Boston, printed for private 
distribution at the Riverside Press, Cambridge, 1916. 

Mr. Louis de Sadeleer, Minister of State for Belgium, gave the Library 
a collection of material relating to Belgium and the War, containing 212 
volumes and 884 pamphlets. 

Mr. Gordon Ireland, of New York, presented a collection of Journals on 
"Philately," 547 pieces in all. 

Mr. Alexander Gourvitch, of New York, gave a collection of books, peri- 
odicals, newspapers, etc., including the French Socialist paper "L'Humanite," 
for the years 1914-1916; Gustave Herve's "La Guerre Sociale," October, 191 1- 
1913; "La Voix du Peuple," the syndicalist paper, from 1911-1913; and vari- 
ous Russian revolutionary documents — in all 139 volumes, 188 pamphlets 
and 4 packages of newspapers. 

From the Biblioteca Nacional, of Chile, were received a collection of books 
relating to the historj', industries and literature of Cliile, including government 
documents, in all 302 volumes and 91 pamphlets. 

The principal exhibition of the year was one illustrating the history of 
the water supply of the City of New York from 1639 to 1917, installed in the 
Main Exhibition Room. It was the most important systematic exhibition on 
the subject held in the City to commemorate the completion of the Catskill 
.Aqueduct. In connection with this exhibition a pamphlet was issued describ- 
ing the plan of the exhibition and giving an historical outline of the City's 
sources of water supply. The exhibition included books, pamphlets, public 
documents, maps, profiles, manuscripts, and other material owned by the 
Library; paintings, photographs, reliefs and other models, profiles and borings 
from the Board of Water Supply; historical relief maps from the American 
Museum of Natural History; manuscripts and other articles from the Bank 
of the Manhattan Company; an interesting section of an old wooden water 
main from the Engineers Club; etc. It was opened to the public on May \, 
and continued until November 6, with an attendance of 101,878. 
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On December 20 another exhibition was opened to the pubUc in the Main 
Exhibition Room, consisting of the Library's own examples of writing on stone, 
clay, metals, goat-skins, pahn leaves, bark, and other materials; illuminated 
Oriental and European manuscripts; block books and early printed books, to 
illustrate the development of writing and printing. The exhibition also includes 
rare Americana relating to discovery, exploration and settlement; Jefferson's 
autographic copy of the Declaration of Independence, the original manuscript 
of Washington's Farewell Address, folios and quartos of Shakespeare, etc. 
This exhibition will remain on view probably until next autumn. 

During the year the following bibliographies were compiled and published 
by the Library: — Reference Department: Scientific Management, Stage Scen- 
en,-, Diplomatic History of the European War, Early American Poetry to 
1820, Supplement to the list on Prints and Their Production, Dehydrated 
Foods, Torpedoes, Assyria and Babylonia, War Taxation, 1914-1917. Cir- 
culation Department: Patriotism, List of Piano Music, The New York of the 
Novelists, Sea and Shore, Fairy Tales for Grown-up Readers, Wanderers and 
Vagabonds, Books of Interest to Women Voters. 



While in the Circulation Department no new Branch Libraries were 
opened during the year, four Sub-branches were established, under the direction 
of the Travelling Libraries Office. Three of these were in The Bronx, at 
Williamsbridge, Van Nest and Fordham, and one in the Borough of Rich- 
mond, at West New Brighton. More books have been issued from some of 
these Sub-branches than from some of our smaller regular Branches. 

Toward the close of the year a site for a new Branch Library was acquired 
in the Fordham district. The plot is about 200 feet north of Fordham Road, 
has a frontage of 76 feet on Marion and Bainbridge Avenues, running through 
from street to street with a depth of about 145 feet. 

Through the courtesy of the Board of Trustees of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, seventeen paintings from the Museum's collection were placed 
on exhibition at our Chatham Square Branch in the spring. In connection 
with the exhibition an annotated catalogue was prepared by the Museum for 
distribution to the public. This opportunity for the people of the district to 
see good examples of painting has been so much appreciated that it is hoped 
it may be possible to arrange for similar exhibitions at other Branches.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 169 

The most notable thing in connection with the work of the year in both 
Departments of the Library is war work in its various phases. Allusion has 
already been made to some features of this work in the Central Library. It 
is impossible here to give any adequate idea ot the amount and scope of sucli 
work as has been going on continually. Research workers have been busy in 
every Division of the Reference Department. Many of them have told us 
again and again that they secured here information and data which they could 
not obtain elsewhere. 

Contrary to its general rule of excluding all advertising or notices of 
outside activities, the Library has allowed patriotic war agencies of all kinds 
to place posters in various parts of the Central Building and in the Branch 
Libraries. It has also taken an active part in the sale of Liberty Bonds, War 
Savings Stamps, and the collection of money and books for camp Hbraries. 
The two public entrances to the Central Building are now practically lined with 
the posters, desks, or booths of patriotic war agencies. The Branch Libraries 
have assisted these activities, and have distributed hundreds of thousands of 
circulars. 

Since our country entered the war in April there has been a marked demand 
at the Branches for books on military training, technique, etc., requiring the 
purchase of an increased supply of books on these subjects. 

When the State Military Census was taken in June, many of the Branches 
gave a portion of their space for registration purposes, as did the Central 
Library; and members of the staff, at the request of the authorities, personally 
atten<led to the work of the registration of Library employees. 

In a number of Branches the local Exemption Boards and the Legal 
Advisory Committees have held, and continue to hold, their meetings. The 
Branch Libraries ha\e also co-operated with the Government and State Food 
Commissions. The American Red Cross has had the use of some of our 
buildings for the purpose of making surgical dressings, etc. 

In the campaign for money for books for soldiers and sailors, under the 
auspices of the War Service Committee of the American Library Association, 
much help was given by the Branch Librarians and members of the staff. Each 
Branch was a centre for receiving funds, and local leaders were appointed to 
form squads to solicit funds from the general public. Since the campaign for 
money, the Central Library and every Branch Library has been a collection 
agency for contributions of books and magazines for American soldiers and 
sailors here and abroad. 
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Mr, Azariah S. Root was compelled to give up his position here as Principal 
of the Library School, his leave of absence as Librarian of Oberlin College 
having expired during the summer, Mr, Ernest J. Reece was appointed Princi- 
pal, and began his duties in September, 1917, 

At a time when it is necessary to economize in all directions it would be 
inappropriate to go to the expense of printing a lengthy annual report. This 
Report has therefore been made as brief as possible, and many divisions of 
the work are not commented upon. The statistical tables, however, give the 
essential facts for those who are interested in them.

Statistics of Printing Office and Bindery; Percentage Distribution of 
Volumes in Circulation Department; Number and Classes of Reference 
Books in Circulation Department; Volumes in Foreign Languages in Cir- 
culation Department; Percentage Distribution of Home Use of Books; 
Holiday Circulation; Circulation under Vacation Privilege; Requests for 
Books in Interbranch Loan Office; Readers of Books in Branch Libraries; 
Reading Room Attendance; .Applications for Borrowers' Cards; Circulation 
of Books in Foreign Languages; Distribution of Binding Among Branches. 
To avoid misunderstanding, it should be emphasized that with the 
exception of the Building Superintendent's Report, these are all statistical 
tables, without text; that the total figures of some of them may he found 
elsewhere in this Report (chiefly in Table 10); and that most of them 
simply give the figures or percentages for the different Branches of the 
Library. This statement is made to forestall the impression that anything 
of general interest or importance has been omitted from this Report.

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EXHIBITION COMMEMORATIVE OF THE ABBfe HAUY, 
CRYSTALLOGRAPHER AND MINERALOGIST. 

I ATE in February the Library opened in the Stuart Gallery a display of 
-i books and pamphlets by the Abbe Haiiy. A number of portraits of the 
Abbe were also exhibited. This exhibition was made in commemoration of 
the 175th anniversary of the birth of the founder of the sciences of crystallog- 
raphy and mineralogy, and served as part of the commemoration meeting held 
in the American Museum of Natural History, by the New York Academy of 
Sciences in co-operation with Section E of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and the New York Mineralogical Club. The follow- 
ing is a brief outline of Abbe Haiiy's life. 

Rene-Just Haiiy, commonly known as the Abbe Haiiy, from his having 
been an honorary canon of Notre Dame, was born at Saint-Just, a small market 
town in the department of the Oise, on the 28th of February, 1743. His 
parents were poor, his father being only a humble weaver. The boy's love of 
singing and music was the means of drawing attention to him in his native 
town. On the advice of a Preinonstratensian prior the mother took him to 
Paris, where the kindness of friends enabled young Hauy to secure the post 
of chorister in a church of the quarter Saint-Antoine. The interest of his 
patrons later secured for him a scholarship in the college of Navarre, where 
he studied simultaneously the ancient languages and the sciences, particularly 
physics. His industry and good conduct at this college gained him further 
notice, and he received the appointment of mastership of the fourth class in 
Latin in his twenty-first year. Some time after he was transferred to the 
college of the Cardinal Lemoine in a similar but higher capacity. M this col- 
lege Haiiy became the friend and companion of Charles Francois L'Homond. 
or Lhomond, one of the regents and a distinguished botanist. This friendship 
led to Haiiy's taking up the study of Irotany, in which he obtained considerable 
proficiency. The pursuit of this study necessitated frequent visits to the 
"Jardin du Roi" now the "Jardin des Plantes." On one of these visits he was 
led to attend a lecture on mineralog>- by Daubenton, where, as Cuvier says, "he 
unexpectedly found himself in the presence of a new object of study, more 
congenial to his first taste for physics than even that of plants." Happening 
to let fall a beautiful specinien of calcareous spar belonging to a friend, M. 
France de Croisset, he was led by examination of the fragments to the geo- 
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metrical law of crystallization associated with his name. The conformity of 
the superposed plates of crystalline matter with the planes of the central prism 
had revealed to him the secret of their development, and caused him to cry 
out "Tout est trouve" (all is found). He was therefore the first to show 
that the structure of crystals was regulated by invariable laws, thus putting 
the study of crystallography on a scientific basis. "From the moment," says 
Sir John Herschel, "that the genius of Haiiy discovered the general fact that 
they could be cloven or split in such directions as to lay bare their peculiar 
primitive or fundamental forms, from that moment mineralogy ceased to 
be an unmeaning list of names, a mere laborious cataloguing of stones and 
rubbish." The value of his discovery, the mathematical theory of which is 
given by Haiiy in his Traill de miniralogie, was immediately recognized by 
Daubenton and Laplace, and on their advice it was communicated to the French 
Academy in November, 1783, and published in the following year under the 
title: Essai d'un Iheoric sitr la structure dcs crystaux, appliqiUc a plnsicnrs 
genres de substances crystallisies. Haiiy also greatly increased our knowledge 
of pyro-electricity by his work on the Tlt^oric dc I'Hcctrtcite et du niagnefisme, 
d'apres les principcs de M. Acpinus, published in 1787. When the Revolution 
broke out in 1792 Haiiy was thrown into prison for refusing to take the required 
oath, and for a time his life was in danger. From this peri! he was saved 
by the intercession of his friend and pupil fitienne Geoffroy Saint Hilaire, 
and the remark of a citizen, that "it were better to spare a recusant priest, 
than to put to death a quiet man of letters." In 1794 the Convention appointed 
him Keeper of the Cabinet of the School of Mines, and it was in this capacity 
that he prepared his principal work, Traile de M ineralogie , published in four 
volumes in 1801. (An £j-/raj7 of this work was published in 1797.) In 1802, 
under Xaiwleon, he became professor of mineralogy in the Museum of Natural 
History, and in the following year, at the request of the government, he pre- 
pared his Traitc elcmenlaire de physique, a work which passed through three 
editions during the author's lifetime. Many honors were showered upon him 
by the rulers of the different European states, but amidst all he preserved 
the modest simplicity which had distinguished his early life. By the govern- 
ment of the Restoration he was deprived of his appointments and pension, 
and his latter days were in consequence clouded by poverty. The strong cour- 
age and high moral qualities which had helped him in his youth did not desert 
him in his old age. and he lived cheerful and respected till his death in Paris, 
from the result of a fall, on the third of June, 1822.

He also contrilmted many papers, of which one hundred are enumerated 
in the Royal Society's Catalogue of Scientific Papers, to various scientific 
journals, especialh- the Journal de physique. Journal des mines. Annates du 
Museum d'liistoirc nalurelle, and Annates de chimie. Some of these papers 
deal with American minerals. 

Unusual interest attaches to this exhibition for The New York PuWic 
Library from the fact that Dr. Joseph G. Cogswell, first Superintendent of 
the Astor Librar\'. was keenly interested in the study of the kindred sciences 
of geology and niineralogj-, and for a time held the professorship of mineralog)' 
and chemistrj- at Har\ard College. During his residence in Europe, from 
1817 to 1820, Dr. Cogswell devoted much time to these studies, and under 
the guidance of Goethe he examined the mineral collection at Jena. In 1819, 
when in Paris, he evidentlj- made the acquaintance of Abbe Hauy. as the librarj' 
possesses an offprint of the latter's memoir Des surfaces vibranles bearing 
the following presentation inscription in Haiiy's autograph: "A Mttnsieur 
Kogswell, hommage de la reconnoissance et du respectueux attachement de 
I'auteur." —George F. Black.

This is a list of books printed before the year 1501 of which copies are reported 
to be owned in the United States or Canada. Libraries and other institutions are denoted 
by abbreviations which will be readily recognized in most instances. Individuals are 
represented by their initials, except in the few cases where an additional letter has been 
necessary to avoid confusion. 

Anyone who desires to consult a book which is in a private library or in an unfamiliar 
institution will be put in communication with the owner upon application to the Reference 
Librarian of The New York Public Library or to the undersigned. Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the Bibliographical Society of America, by whom the list has been prepared 
for publication. 

The titles are arranged in the order of Hain's "Repertorium Bibliographicum," with 
those titles not known to Hain interpolated as nearly as may be on the same system. 
Cross references are introduced where it seemed likely that persons not familiar with 
Main might naturally look for an author or a work. In some cases one or (wo titles 
under such a heading are repeated to avoid referring the investigator to a distant page. 

The number preceding an entry is that given to the title by Hain in 1826. This 
same number serves as a guide to the first volume of Copinger's "Supplement" lo Hain, 
1895. and, through their indices, to Reichling's "Appendices I-VI ad Hainii-CopinReri. , , 
.Addiliones et Emendationes." 1905-1914; the "Catalogue of Books printed in the Fifteenth 
Century now in the British Museum," part i-iii, Germany. Austria- Hungary and German- 
speaking Switzerland, 1908-1913; part iv. Rome, 1916; and Proctor's "Index to the Early 
Printed Books in the British Museum." The principal use of the Proctor number now 
is as the most convenient intimation that a book will be found adequately described in 
the British Museum Catalogue and it is used here for that purpose, in addition to its 
use as an authority for the printers of unsigned books. 

Most of the titles in this list are described in the works above mentioned, for which 
reason references to these works are omitted except when they furnish information of 
more than technical bibliographical interest or serve as the authority for a name or a 
date. Reference is made to Mile. Pellechel's "Catalogue General des Incunablei des 
Bibliotheques Publiques de France.'' A-G, 1897-1909, for titles under these letters, as 
the best single work outside the authorities above mentioned, in which to look for a 
longer title and an exact collation. No systematic attempt has been made to refer to 
other works, although a few have been noted which have literary as well as bibliographi-

cal value. Works of a striclly bibliographical character, such as those Jevoted to the 
publications of an individual printer like Aldus or Caxlon, or those of a loc_^lity like 
Cologne or Lyotis, are not ordinarily noted. Many of these works are listed in Peddie's 
"Fifteenth Century Books with a List of the Latin Names of Towns." 1913. 

The asterisk after the number is Main's symbol that he had personally examined a 
copy, and his data can be relied on in most cases. The dagger after the heading "Copies," 
means that the owner has described his copy in a printed catalogue. Those referred to 
most frequently are for the collections of the Annmary Brown Memorial at Providence, 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan of New York, and Mr. Henry Walters of Baltimore. In other 
cases the provenance of a copy is given in parentheses, when this serves as a reference to 
a description of this copy in a printed auction or other catalogue. The most frequent 
of these are LC(T) for the Thacher Collection in the Library of Congress, and Ph(W) 
for the Copinger Collection in the H. Josephine Widener Branch of the Free Library 
of Philadelphia.

The following list will, first of all. show what fifteenth and sixteenth century prints 
the Library possesses. But it has another object. It is the result of requests made, out- 
side the Library, for information regarding not only what the Library owns, but what 
it lacks. In this respect, it is directed at prospective donors. That is necessary, since 
there are certain old prints, which, on account of rarity and by reason of prohibitive prices, 
must inevitably come to public collections by gift. 

While the list is nothing more than a check-list, states and condition of impression 
have been recorded. At the end is added a note regarding seventeenth century prints. 

Many of the prints bear the stamps of collections, including those of Lanna, Bal- 
dinger. Schroeder, R. P., and the British Museum and Berlin print rooms.

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NEWS OF THE MONTH 

GIFTS 

URING the month of March, 1918, the Library received as gifts a 
' total of 2,369 volumes, 5.284 pamphlets, 9 maps and 7 prints. Some 
of the more important and interesting of these gifts were the following: 
From Mr. Clare A. Briggs of the New York Tribune, the Library received 
the original copy of his cartoon published in the New York Tribune, 
March 25, 1918, to assist the campaign for books for soldiers and sailors. 
From Mr. George T. Plowman of Winthrop, Mass., came 7 of his etchings; 
and through Dr. George F. Kunz of New York, came one of the 1918 
.^ssay Commission medals. 

Mr, Wilheim Mattfeld of New York gave the Library a collection 
of church music of his own composition, including 38 pieces. From 
Mr. H. K. Moderwell of New York came "The Evergreen Tree" by 
Percy MacKaye and Arthur Farwell; "The Pilgrim's Progress, a musical 
miracle play," by Elizabeth Hodgkinson and Edgar Stillman Kelley; and 
11 other compositions. Mr. George Schirmer of New York gave copies 
of three songs by Attilio Parelli. 

Large miscellaneous collections of books and pamphlets were 
received from Mr. Robert C. Auld, the Columbia University Library, 
the Library Journal, the McGraw-Hill Publishing Company, Mrs. Ralph 
Osborn, and Mrs. Frederick W. Whitridge — all of New York City. 

ADDITIONS AND USE OF THE LIBRARY IN MARCH, 1918 

DURING the month of March, 1918, there were received at the Library 
25,092 volumes and 5,608 pamphlets. (These figures include the 
additions to both Reference and Circulation Departments.) The total 
number of readers recorded in the Central Building was 76,951. They 
consulted 205,367 volumes. Visitors to the building numbered 254,530.

THE MAKING OF A LITHOGRAPH 

THE PRINTS DIVISION has arranged another one in its series of 
"Making of" exhibitions. This time it is "The Making of a Litho- 
graph" — to remain on view from May to October. As in previous exhibi- 
tions, the technique is illustrated by the best examples of the art. That 
statement implies the display of pictures which are just as much original 
works of art as are etchings. The very flexibility of the lithographic 
process, which has caused its remarkably widespread application to com- 
mercial ends, also makes it par excellence a vehicle for the artist. It was 
so used in the early days of its history. Delacroix, the two Isabeys, Raffet, 
Menzel, are names that occur readily to the mind. Even its application 
to caricature brought out such a genius as Daumier and the brilliance — 
both graceful and trenchant — of Gavarni. The ensuing preponderating 
use of the medium for business purposes may have served to blind the 
general public to other possibilities. And that again may have tended 
to keep artists away. However, within the last thirty years we have 
seen Whistler's active interest in the process, and some concerted effort 
in England, France and other countries. More recently our own artists 
have been taking it up. 

Lithography is pre-eminently a "painter art." It is a process fairly 
made for original expression, representing the artist's touch absolutely. 
It is an autographic art; that is, one which gives a straight reproduction 
of the artist's drawing with the full impress of his character and mood, 
displaying his individuality without the intervention of a human translator. 

[2911 
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Technically, the lithographic process is a chemical one based on 
the want of affinity between grease and water. On a stone of a certain 
constituency a drawing is made with a crayon containing an admixture 
of grease. When a stone thus prepared is inked for printing, the ink (also 
of a greasy nature) will adhere only to the drawing and not to the portions 
of the stone not drawn upon, these portions having been, furthermore, 
treated with water and acid to increase resistance to the ink. That, in the 
baldest possible statement, is the basic principle of lithography. 

The process was born practically full-fledged. Senefelder foresaw 
all applications of the art, excepting, of course, photo-lithography. 
Crayon, pen-and-ink, ink washes or rubbing of powdered crayon, com- 
bined with the scraper, spatterwork. — these various tools and combina- 
tions — all can be used in this supple, flexible process. And they have 
been used with full realization of their wide range of possibilities. 

The history of artistic lithography records achievements of remark- 
able variety. The artists of the first half of the 19th century rang the 
changes on its fascinating possibilities, playing its full gamut of tones 
fiom the highest notes of silvery gray to the lowest ones of deep velvety 
black. Horace Vernet. Eugene Isabey, H. P. Bonington, Delacroix, 
Decamps, Raffet. Gericault, Daumier. Gavarni, were among the masters 
of the art in those days. There were also Deveria, Hervier. Barye. Millet, 
who, besides the "Sower," did the figures for some Indian subjects by 
Bodmer. And with the later renascence came Fantin-Latour, Whistler. 
Pennell and others to accentuate farther the remarkable flexibility of 
this process, its adaptativeness to artistic individuality and style. Interest- 
ing comparisons may be made between the evanescent, light crayon shades 
of Whistler and the deep-toned washed and scraped pictures of complete 
effect by Menzel; the delicate architectural scenes of Bonington and the 
rich, resounding notes of certain cathedral pictures by Pennell: the vigor- 
ous broad crayoning of Daumier and the gray delicacy of Vernet and 
other early men; the decided, lively line of Gavarni and the tremulous 
imagery of Fantin-Latour; the robust realism of Gericault and the rampant 
romanticism of Delacroix. In color work there may be contrasted the 
slight suggestions of Whistler, the unctuous, palpitating colors of Lunois 
("Absinthe Drinker"), the blare of Ibels, the flat quiet tones of Volkmann 
or Kallmorgen. the characteristic work of certain Bohemians. 
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Legros, Shannon, Short, Rothenstein, Brangwyn in England, Dillon, 
Toulouse-Lautrec, Carriere, Besnard, Willette in France, Greiner, Biese 
in Germany and Austria, are among others abroad who within the last 
generation have availed themselves of the rich possibilities of lithography. 
In our own country some interesting attempts were made in the 
second half of the past century by Thomas Moran, Wm. M, Hunt, H. \V. 
Ranger, C. F. W. Mielatz, H. Bolton Jones, J. Alden Weir. And certain 
ones among our artists are beginning again to respond to the appeal of 
this process which offers them so much. Sterner, A. B. Davies, Bolton 
Brown. Bellows, Sloan, and others have shown resourceful understand- 
ing of the art. 

One might well wish to see this process more fully appreciated by 
public and artists. Among the latter, appreciation seems to be growing 
slowly but surely. As for the public, each exhibition such as the present 
one should help to increase acquaintance with this art, so fascinating, so 
resourceful, so rich in its past results and its future possibilities.

Eugenic Sanchez de Fuentes y Pelaez," Tomo 1, Habana, 1916; and from 
Mrs. Settie Blume Sterne of New York 36 volumes, including a Simon Sterne 
memorial volume, bound volumes of magazines, etc. 

The following gifts of prints were received: From the Chicago Society 
of Etchers, a copy of an etching by J. C. Vondrous — "The old town"; from 
le Ministere de ITnstruction Publique et des Beaux-Arts, Paris, an etching by 
Louis Orr, entitled "Le Canal de la Monnaie"; from Prof. Leigh Hunt, New 
York, two of his works — "The pool below London Bridge," an etchii^, and 
"The Thames, below the Tate Gallery," a lithograph; from Mr. Dwight Sturges 
of Melrose, Mass., four of his etchings; and from the Library of the United 
States Military Academy, West Point, 18 photographs of portraits of persons 
prominent in the history of the country who have been connected with the 
Academy, the original portraits being hung in the library of the Academy. 

ADDITIONS AND USE OF THE LIBRARY IN APRIL, 1918

THE meaning of my title is reatlily guessed, its symbolism is obvious. 
Today's exercises mark the end of the first stage in the building of the 
iibrarian. .\s a result of the studies pursued in this School and of the prac- 
tice work done in the several departments of this Library, the plans have been 
drawn, the site chosen, cleared, and excavated, the foundations of your pro- 
fession laid. From now on, the work proceeds above ground, subject to the 
obser^-ation and criticism of tlie world. The purpose of all your future 
activity will be to create the finished, harmonious superstructure of a successful 
career. 

The five great powers or influences which go to the upbuilding of a well 
rountled human life are said to be: the powers of intellect, knowledge, conduct, 
beauty, and social life and manners. In arranging the materials of a full dress 
biography of a successful librarian, I imagine that the results of these five 
influences would fall fairly well into three main groups: Personal, Profes- 
sional. Social. Accordingly, my discourse will consist of discursive observa- 
tions on various matters coming under each of these heads.

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In the original regulations governing the administration of the Bodleian 
Library it was required that the librarian should be "known for a diligent 
Student, and in all his Conversation to be Trusty, Active and Discreet; a 
Graduate also, and a Linguist, not encumbered with Marriage," All Sir 
Thomas Bodley's conditions cannot, perhaps ought not to be literally insisted 
upon today. Lcs temps ct Ics circonstances sont autres. But nothing has 
happened during the past three centuries to make necessary the waiving of the 
condition that the librarian should be a diligent student. Among the things 
a man personally contributes to his own development, the measures he takes 
to build on the educational foundations of the school are of fundamental 
importance. Education in the ordinary sense of the word is but the prepara- 
tion for constructive knowledge. Experience has proved to me that the sys- 
tematic pursuit of knowledge should be a lifelong passion with e%'ery man 
and woman seriously identified with librarianship. Private study and general 
reading should be as characteristic a feature of the Hfe of the librarian as 
experimental research is in the li f e of a professor of science. The time required 
for this reading ought to be a first charge upon all available hours of leisure 
regardless of personal sacrifices in other directions. Unless continuous read- 
ing and study are established as a normal part of a librarian's activities, intel- 
lectual indolence with its resulting stagnation will set in early and he is more 
likely to become a mechanician than a pilot in his chosen work. The librarian 
who reads is not lost; on the contrary he is the only one worthy of entering 
into the Kingdom of Heaven. 

Now what are the branches of knowledge the librarian should cultivate 
so assiduously in his hours of ease? Well, I am committed for good or for 
ill to the belief that they are the subjects usually called the Humanities, or, 
to use Cardinal Newman's designation, Liberal Studies. The personal cultural 
aim of librarians should be, in Arnold's words, "to know ourselves and the 
world." To attain this knowledge we must, as he also says, "know the best 
which has been thought and said in the world." And I stand with those who 
believe that it is chiefly in the domains of Religion, Philosophy, History, 
Literature and Art that knowledge of this "best" is to be found. It is vain to 
think that we can originate these best things from within ourselves, or that 
they are to be acquired from tabloid text books and correspondence courses. 
We must dig for them perpetually in their original settings, live with them 
when found, and saturate our minds with their meaning and beauty. The 
more we succeed in doing this, the nearer shall we come to realizing the cultural 
ideals befitting hbrarianship. 

Another injportant result flowing from the cultivation of liberal studies 
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is the acquisition of standards, — standards of authority, of judgment, and 
of taste. Our age is conspicuous for the absence of such standards. The 
lack of them is one of our grievous national weaknesses and is responsible for 
conditions which give ground for the charge that "the United States is the 
great breeding ground of popular crazes." But the librarian must have stand- 
ards by which to guide his judgments and his work. Of all men, he should 
Ije foremost in asserting the doctrine that "the sum of the views of the best 
minds is to be preferred to an individual opinion." He stands in ever-present 
need of time-tested standards of truth and excellence in order to izcg and 
<lecide the questions and duties daily confronting him in life, letters, and 
the exercise of his profession. Swirling about us are frothy whirlpools of 
uninfoniied or misguided opinion in letters and art, dangerous fallacies in 
political and economic thought, and the wild emanations of religious cults 
originating in ignorance, cupidity, and even baser forms of human errancy. 
How, without standards of authority, shall we guide ourselves or lead others 
amid this anarchy and unrestrained license of individual opinion? We can 
acquire such standards only by taking over and making our own the ideas of 
the greatest minds of the past, and for us the chief source of these ideas 
is the body of writings we call the literature of the Humanities. 

Nor do I know any better single source from which to obtain that general 
point of view or deliberately chosen intellectual position toward life which 
each of us should possess if he is to be an active participant in and not a 
mere passive observer of the world of affairs. Every one of us must take a 
side, must be a partisan of the things his study, reflection, and experience con- 
vince him are true, useful, and worthy of acceptance by others. Unless we do 
this, our lives will be incomplete, vapid, and of little use to others. The neutral- 
minded, neutral-living individual makes no constructive contribution; he is a 
parasite, living upon and sometimes poisoning the social body on which he 
feeds. If you care for a personal confession, I may say that my general posi- 
tion is that of the conservative, — the ignorant call it reactionary. To me 
conservatism means sympathy with moderation, with judicious compromise, 
with orderly advance, and with slow and enduring growth. It also means 
an unshakable belief in the past as a guide to action in the present, and the 
conviction that, as Benedetto Croce so admirably says, "the past is an absolutely 
essential part of the present in the sense that cut off from it, the present loses 
all meaning and content." 

Again, devotion to liberal studies saves the librarian from the vices of 
a narrow si)ecialism. Wc all must choose a special field of action in the intri- 
cate mechanism of modern library practice, and we should do our best to 
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excel in it, but it is unnecessary to become its chained slave. The dangers of 
specialism are well described in some remarks by Dr. Edward Copleston who 
was Provost of Oriel College, Oxford, from 1814 to 1828. "There can," he 
says, "be no doubt that every art is improved by confining the professor of it 
to that single study. But, although the art itself is advanced by this con- 
centration of mind in its service, the individual who is confined to it goes 
back. . . Society itself requires some other contribution from each individual 
besides the particular duties of his profession. And, if no such liberal inter- 
course be established, it is the common failing of human nature to be engrossed 
with petty views and interests, to under-rate the importance of all in which 
we are not concerned, and to carry our partial notions into cases where they 
are inapplicable; to act, in short, as so many unconnected units, displacing 
and repelling one another. In the cultivation of literature is found that com- 
mon link which unites the jarring sects and subdivisions into one interest, 
which supplies common topics, and kindles common feelings, unmixed with 
those narrow prejudices with which all professions are more or less infected." 
Library workers need to guard against succumbing to the evils of over-speciali- 
zation and exclusive absorption in their particular department of work. In 
some of our necessary tasks and routine there is a noticeable undertow pulling 
in both these directions. Unconsciously, we are often victims of its subtle 
action. Be alert to its presence and fight it with the strongest antidotes at 
your command. Among these the discipline of study and refreshing excur- 
sions in the pleasant meads and byways of the delectable world of the Humani- 
ties will be found extremely effective. 

Liberal studies, then, I commend to you as a source from which to acquire 
the broadening effects of humane knowledge and the special attributes of a 
fine general culture. Such knowledge and culture bring with them increase 
of intellectual power, broadness of vision, love of beauty, sympathetic under- 
standing of one's fellow-men, and the ability "to see life steadily and to see it 
whole." I cannot better illustrate the qualities that the Humanities should 
develop in us than by comparing them to the characteristic qualities which 
France has contributed to civilization. The fundamental quality of French 
civilization is humanity. The constant tradition of its literature from the 
"Gianson de Roland" to the "Isle of Penguins" is a passionate interest in man 
and all that concerns him. As a result, "France means liberty, lovable grace, 
a sense of proportion, courtesy, discretion, refinement — France means indul- 
gence, pity, charity — in a word, France means humanity."' All these are 
qualities we should aim to possess and to exhibit in our personal culture. 

■The Fr»nch Mirmcle and French CitiliMtion. By Victor Girauil. TrsniUtcil by H. P. Thiemo

In erecting the superstructure of a satisfying professional career it is a 
truism tliat much depends upon the prevailing attitude of mind with which 
from (lay to day we approach our vocation. I assume that your choice of 
lihrarianship has not been made lightly and that you enter upon it with 
reasonable knowledge of its advantages and disadvantages, its attractions, and 
its limitations. What Petronius Arbiter said in another connection is equally 
true of lihrarianship, viz.: "The love of letters never yet made men wealthy." ^ 
Wealth in the pecuniary sense, social prominence, newspaper publicity, an 
admiring i>opular following, the plaudits of a grateful world, — these and 
similar things dearly loved of men- and women the world over will not be 
among the fruits of lihrarianship. Plain living and high thinking are forced 
on us by the nature, position, and circumstances of our occupation. A decent 
]>overty is the most we attain to materially. If there be amongst you any 
whose e\es and inner thoughts are turned in the direction of the flesh pots 
of Eg>pt. Manhattan, or Chicago, I beg of you to go no further along the path 
of librarian ship. Abandon hope of them, all ye who enter here! 

Lihrarianship has, however, large social usefulness and does give its prac- 
titioners real and positive pleasures, satisfactions and rewards. Were this 
not so, it would not be, as It undoubtedly is, one of the oldest professions in 
the world. In your study of the history of libraries you have doubtless read 
those interesting little books, by Dr. Richardson of Princeton, on old Egyptian 
librarians and the record collections of Babylonia and Assyria, In them he 
has traced the existence, the very flourishing existence, of libraries and libra- 
rians in the very earliest ages of recorded history. He marshals the most 
amazing evidence regarding the exalted position of librarians in the dim dawn 
of historic time. He has, as you remember, identified several librarians 
among the most respected gods of Egypt and Mesopotamia, and even dis- 
covered one female divinity whose designation was "Mistress of the Hall of 
Books." "On the monuments," writes Dr. Richardson, "Seshait is referred 
to as 'She who draws in her horns, mistress of writings, mistress of building, 
the lady of libraries.' " Most of the Egyptian librarians identified by Dr. 
Richardson "attained high distinction in the state; several were viziers and 
one became a King." That was indeed the Golden Age of lihrarianship when 
our predecessors were the companions and confidants of kings and second 
only to kings and the high gods in the respect, honor and rank accorded them. 
With what little wisdom has our more democratic and levelling age cast down 
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librarianship from those heights of kingship and godhead! Today our posi- 
tion sometimes resembles more nearly that of kings who have lost their thrones. 

Two things are absolutely essential in order to create the right attitude 
of mind towards this vocation. The first is a passionate preference for books 
above all other things with which to be in daily contact, and the second is a 
living interest in the myriad ends that books alone serve. Given this preference 
and this interest, joy in the work is certain to follow, together with such 
measure of success as our abilities are able to command. 

Modern librarianship offers an unusually wide range of choice for the 
exercise of particular powers and aptitudes. Consider the astonishing variety 
of activities going on at this moment in this building. All are properly included 
in the term librarianship. All are concerned with and based on the book as 
primary material for the creation, dissemination, and preservation of human 
knowledge, that record of man's past and present on which he hopes to build 
a better future. In full play around us here, to name only a few of them, are 
such highly specialized activities as: library administration, scientific organiza- 
tion and management; book selection; cataloguing; classification; indexing; 
the compilation of special bibliographies; the transcribing, editing and printing 
of unpublished manuscripts; the direction and guidance of untrained readers 
in the choice and use of books; the giving of skilled assistance to investigators 
in the fields of historical, literary, scientific, economic, technical, and com- 
mercial research; the supplying by means of telephone, the typewriter, and 
the photostat of vitally important facts, figures, records, and opinions needed 
by the professional, industrial, business, and educational interests of this great 
city. Surely here is a sphere of action calling for genius, talent, special 
knowledge, experience, and competency of the highest order. And, looking 
at the whole picture with the eyes of a creative artist, is it not a magnificent 
creation, a beautiful composition of many parts welded into perfect unity and 
harmony ? There are few occupations which, viewed in their entirety, present 
so fascinating a complex or throw out such a splendid challenge to come and 
achieve their mastery. 

Whatever branch of the ser\-ice you elect or are placed in, fill your mind 
with an invincible determination to excel in it. Master its principles, under- 
stand its purposes, conquer its difficulties. Reduce its mechanical details to 
order and system, avail yourselves of every known time and labor-saving 
device. Study closely the work of those who have contributed most to the 
development of your special form of activity. Emulate these masters and 
hasten the time when you may confidently essay tasks as notable as theirs 
and as useful to your contemporaries or successors. The will and power 
to do these things are the iron, steel and concrete of the superstructure. 
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Should it be your good fortune to be cliarged with the responsibility of 
selecting the books, new and old, which are to be added to your institution, 
never rest content until you have acquired the ability to choose with authority 
and certainty at least the first 250,000 volumes of a general library, or the 
first 50,000 volumes of a special collection. In the process of acquiring the 
knowledge requisite for this modest accomplishment, you will greatly enlarge 
your intellectual equipment, become of first rate importance to your institu- 
tion, and gain a reputation for erudition which will not be unpleasant to you, 
— if you are human. The foundations of this knowledge have been laid here 
in the courses on Biblic^raphy. Advanced work you must be prepared to do 
yourselves and to continue doing all your lives. Bibliography and the sources 
and methods of book evaluation are preeminently the specialties of the libra- 
rian. It is not his business to be an expert in Agriculture, Biology, Crystals, 
or Xylophones, Yotactsms, and Zymotechnics, but it is his business to know 
how to get at the recorded literature of all known subjects and to choose from 
it the permanently valuable portion. 

There are, if for convenience I may be permitted to enumerate them, 
four principal sources of this bibliographical knowledge: (1) Standard works 
on Bibliography, general, special, national, and trade; (2) Biographical and 
critical works in which the books of a writer are described, summarized or 
analyzed; (3) Monographs whose writers describe the printed sources they 
have used and pass critical judgment upon them; (4) Journals and periodicals 
containing expert critical articles on the literature of the special subject to 
which the journal is devoted. First hand acquaintance with these sources, 
a growing number of subjects whose bibliographies have been mastered, and 
a firm grip on the standards and principles by which books are judged useful 
or useless, are the ends to be sought in your advanced bibliographical studies. 
Achieve them and you will be, with respect to knowledge of the bibliography 
of a subject, on substantially equal terms with those who are specialists tn 
the subject itself. When material is under consideration which has never 
been recorded nor subjected to special use and critical examination, call in 
the expert first of all. If he fails you, and you possess the general equipment 
described above, your provisional judgment and selection will, I am confident, 
be worthy of acceptance. 

The prominent place occupied by administration in modern library prac- 
tice is due largely to the great expansion of library activities, the larger scale 
on which libraries are operated, and the enormously increased volume of their 
permanent and temporary contents. Similar increases in scope, activities, and 
administrative burdens have taken place in the colleges and universities. This 
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prominence of administration has given rise in recent years to the assertion 
that the librarian has lost his former intimate knowledge of books and his 
right to be considered an expert regarding them. It has been made and 
accepted more especially in academic circles but it is not unknown in the 
librarj' world. Those who make this charge are ignorant of the facts, and 
the arguments with which they support it are wholly specious. That a verj- 
large share of the librarian's time is perforce given to administration is true. 
So likewise is the time of Deans and Heads of Departments in our universities. 
But does the professor of English cease to be competent for the duties of his 
chair when he becomes Dean of his Faculty? When a professor of Romance 
Languages is advanced to the headship of his department and charged with 
its organization and administration, does he thereupon cease to be fit for 
teaching, lecturing, and research work ? I fancy the answer of our academic 
friends to these questions would be an emphatic negative. Now the librarian 
who has received or acquired proper training in General and Special Bibliog- 
raphy and has attained command of the tools and methods of bibliographical 
investigation and book appraisal, is in a precisely analogous position to that 
of my hypothetical professors of English and Romance Languages. Although 
his duties may become predominantly administrative, he neither loses his wide 
and trained knowledge of books, nor ceases to be competent to apply this 
knowledge in the upbuilding of the library's collections. In reviewing Mr. 
Dana's recent article on "The Changing Library," the Nation rightly remarked 
that however justifiable the new specialties, broadened appeal, and expansion 
of activities of the modern library, its chief function was still the acquisition 
or circulation of a collection of permanently valuable books. So I would 
say here that although a large amount of administrative work is necessarily 
required of the present day librarian, it nevertheless remains true that his 
chief function is to guide and direct the selection of the books which compose 
the library, taking counsel of others and enlisting the direct aid of experts, but 
everywhere supplying the checking, revising and controlling elements which 
his own special knowledge and experience enable him to contribute, 

III 

There remains a third source of formative influences making direct con- 
tribution to the superstructure of a successful career, viz., contemporary ideas 
and the social tendencies of our own time, especially those with which we 
are brought into direct contact while actively carrying out the dominant pur- 
poses of the modern library. After allowing for all the effects of heredity 
and of acquired knowledge of the past, it is nevertheless the age in which we

live that makes the largest contribution to our guiding ideas and to the ten- 
dencies which form our characters. We are necessarily in and of our time 
and should seek tlirough the medium of our vocation to be of the greatest 
possible usefulness to it. No man ahead of his age ever works successfully 
in it and as for the man who is behind his age, it were lietter that he had 
never Ijeen Iwni. 

Broadly stated, the chief ends of our professional work as I conceive 
them are: First, to supplement the organized machinery of Public Education 
at every stage from the elementary school to the professional schools of the 
university; Second, to provide the literary tools and means whereby every 
citizen may continue the education begun in the schools or make up for the 
lack of it, and may equip himself for tlie skilled and profitable exercise of 
his calling, and find in abundance both personal help and books to aid him in 
a knowledge of his duties and responsibilities as an enlightened citizen; Third, 
to furnish intelligent assistance and abundance of materials to that minority 
of pioneer and truth-seeking men and women who in every age endeavor 
to extend the boundaries of existing knowledge through intensive investigation 
and research in original sources. Each of these purposes is an attempt to 
realize the i<leals of true democracy and each of them calls for an unreserved 
dedication of ourselves to the service of others. 

In seeking to accomplish these purposes we shall touch at many points 
the forces iipi)ermost in Education, Politics. Economics, Sociolog)', Ethics, 
Science, and Industry, and the creative scholarship whicli feeds, enriches, and 
stimulates progress in all of them. The necessity on our part of understanding 
and responding to the legitimate demands arising out of contemporary activity 
in these de|)artnients of social energy will bring with it reactions of large 
imi)ort to our professional development and social usefulness. Your training 
here has sufficiently familiarized you with the intimate relationship existing 
between libraries and education, hence I need not discuss that phase of our 
common work. But I do wish to urge upon you the desirability of increasing 
the facilities for accomplishing the two other main purposes mentioned and 
profiting by the individual and collective contacts they involve. 

A ^■e^^■ pressing oWigation rests upon us to utilize library resources to 
the utmost in making better citizens of the men and women who under our 
form of government are the sovereign power in the state. In our hands and 
in our keeping are the most precious torches of political and social enlighten- 
ment. We must keep them ever aloft and make their light shine in the darkest 
and most remote places of the body politic. In every conceivable way that 
our means, powers, and materials permit we must help men and women to a 
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realization of their public duties as well as constitutional rights, of their civic 
responsibilities as well as political privileges, and of the right of the demo- 
cratic state to demand sacrifices as well as to bestow benefits. For I am 
persuaded that success or failure in these matters will have much to do with 
the success or failure of the great experiment in self-government which this 
nation as a political society represents. Apropos of this, I cannot forbear 
quoting a recent statement of John Galsworthy: "On America and America's 
conduct after the war," he says, "I verily believe the destiny of civilization 
for the next century will hang. The burden of proving that a democratic 
'live and let live' world civilization can stand will be on her shoulders more 
than on those of any other nation." Does not such a thought at once suggest 
tremendous possibilities of library service in helping to carry this burden of 
responsibility? I cannot recall exactly but it was either Lord Roseberry or 
Viscount Morley who once threw out the significant remark: "The ideal state 
is a democracy of citizens who read books." I commend that saying to you as 
matter for reflection. By throwing ourselves with ardor and conviction into 
this field of patriotic endeavor we shall attain to richer and fuller lives and 
make the civic tower in our superstructure one of shining beauty. 

I mentioned assistance to research as the third of the library's primary 
purposes, and creative scholarship as one of the things with which our occupa- 
tion would bring us into close relations. Just as it is the ideal of a university 
to promote learning and research as well as to impart education, so is it 
the ideal of the library to aid and support original investigation as well as to 
circulate books for study and reading. The terms research, investigation, 
original sources, etc., have reference to the production of knowledge as distinct 
from its dissemination. As you know, the persons engaged in this form of 
activity are in general highly trained scholars and experts who consult and 
utilize literary material in special ways of their own. It is evident that as 
librarians we must acquire familiarity with what constitutes original sources 
if we are to gather them for our libraries, and our bibliographical studies will 
do much for us in this direction. But direct association with scholarly investi- 
gators will immensely add to our knowledge of the many different kinds of 
sources that exist, and such association should be deliberately sought and 
cultivated. It is also obvious that we cannot render intelligent assistance to 
such workers unless we clearly apprehend their aims and understand something 
of their methods and the varied ways in which they approach their special 
tasks. Association with investigators and observation of the processes of 
research reveal to us as nothing else does the potentialities of the material 
under our charge and enable us to extend its range of usefulness. With 
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intensive research constantly under our eyes and the stimulus of the examples 
of those engaged in it, we ourselves ought to be inspired to similar effort In 
our own special subjects of Books, Bibliography, Libraries, and Librarianship. 
There is ample scope for applied scholarship and learning in these branches 
of knowledge, and it is the earnest hope of many in my generation that you 
who are to be our successors will do much more in this direction than we have 
done. If you desire to know what subjects in our field need scholarly investiga- 
tion or offer splendid topics for research by library workers, let me refer 
you to Dr. Richardson's address as president of the American Library Insti- 
tute in 1916.* Here then are some very important additional elements to 
be built into the superstructure, elements which it would be fatal for us to 
neglect. 

This occupation to which you dedicate yourselves today is one that needs 
no excuses, no apologies. It fills now as it has filled for ages past a permanent 
and imperative need of all organized society, of all progressive civilized 
states. In all its principal departments librarianship is an honorable, inspiring 
and attractive profession. It demands a personal eulture of the best type, the 
most thorough mastery of technical principles and practice, and an unselfish 
devotion to the highest interests, intellectual, moral, and political, of the state. 
It presents opportunities for the exercise of the highest and most diverse 
talents, and daily provides problems and tasks testing those talents to the 
utmost of their powers. Constructive, disinterested, intelligent, it guides and 
directs one of the most powerful forces making for social good in the modem 
world, — the modern public library. It is a high and worthy ambition so to 
perfect yourselves in it that when at the end of life you pass over your task 
to others, you may look back with justifiable pride on a career marked by 
loyalty to the Republic, disinterested social service, professional distinction, 
some creative scholarship, and continuous growth in knowledge and love of 
learning. That is the kind of superstructure I know you wish to erect both 
for proper and natural personal reasons and also for the honor of the School 
which has trained you and the great Library which has provided the oppor- 
tunity to secure that training.

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NEWS OF THE MONTH 

GIFTS 

URING the month of May, 1918, the Library received as gifts a total 
' of 2,398 volumes, 5,925 pamphlets, 71 maps and 31 prints. Some of the 
more important and interesting of these gifts were the following: From Miss 
Mabel Choate of New York came the "Military minutes of the Council of 
Appointment of the State of New York, 1783-1821," Albany, 1901; "Shake- 
speare and precious stones. . .by George Frederick Kunz," Philadelphia, 1916 
(privately printed for Hon. Joseph H. Choate); and other works — in all, 31 
volumes and 226 pamphlets. Mr. Irwin H. Cornell of New York gave the 
Library a set of the "Annals of the General Society of Mechanics and Trades- 
men, 1785-1880," and the "National Cyclopaedia of American Biography," in 
14 volumes. Mr. Louis de Sadeleer of New York presented 11 volumes, 53 
pamphlets, and 6 periodicals, including a copy of "Pictures of Ruined Bel- 
gium," pen and ink sketches by Louis Berden, text by George Verdavaine 
founded on the official reports (in French and EngHsh); and other works 
relating to Belgium and the war. 

From Mr. Sam P. Avery of Hartford, Conn., came an impression in silver 
of the medal presented to Samuel Putnam Avery, by his friends and the archi- 
tects of New York, and especially in commemoration of his gift of the Avery 
Library Building to Columbia University of the City of New York, designed 
by Victor D. Brenner. 

From Mr. H. C. Frick of New York came a copy of the privately printed 
catalogue of the pictures in his collection (descriptive and biographical notes 
by James Howard Bridge); from M. Knoedler & Company of New York, 
81 photographs of paintings by J. V. Chelminski (mainly of Napoleon's cam- 
paigns); and from Mr, Geofge H. Sullivan of New York, 19 prints from the 
collection of Daniel Huntington. Miss Jessie F. Hume of Jamaica^ New 
York, presented a collection of vocal and instrumental music (published about 
1850) containing 8 bound volumes and 35 separate pieces. 

ADDITIONS AND USE OF THE LIBRARY IN MAY, 1918 

DURING the month of May, 1918, there were received at the Library 
26,071 volumes and 6,228 pamphlets, (These figures include the addi- 
tions to both Reference and Circulation Departments.) The total number of 
readers recorded in the Central Building was 66.181. They consulted 176,999 
volumes. Visitors to the building numbered 229,800.
